‘THE NEW METAL—THALLIUM. 

S:r,—The motive which has induced our correspondent, “ E. D. H.,” 
to do voluntary penance for the disparaging terms in which he spoke of 
Mr. Joseph Jones’s “ Sulphurium,” in 1857, is unquestionably laudable. 
Next to being in the right, there is nothing so as a confession of 
error. For my own part, however, I think that “ E. D, H.” has no occa- 
sion to be very sorely troubled by the notion of having been unjust to Mr. 
Jones, and at the same time, I am at a loss to perceive what can have 
led to the association of Mr. Jones’s “Sulphurium” with thallium, by 
your correspondent. 

Though thallium appears to bear much the same proportion to other 
elementary substances that a German principality bears to ordinary 
states, it has still been made to stand out independently, and bear the 
scrutiny of the chemist. A great portion of its history has thus been eli- 
cited; it is no longer the mere shadow of a name, but a tangible reality. 

What, however, is Mr. Jones’s “Sulphurium?” If, adopting the 
homely maxim of Mrs. Glass, reference is made to Mr. Jones’s own ac- 
count, it is not ible to arrive at the desired result. Mr. Jones’s state- 
ments are as enigmatical as the utterances of the Sphinx. 

The “ perfect metal sulphurium” is, in the first place, stated to be “of 
the same class as arsenium, silver, aluminum, &c.” ‘This first step in 
pursuit of the prize, leaves one over head and ears in mystery and con- 
fusion. The metals named by Mr. Jones as representing “the class” to 
which sulphurium belongs, do not belong to any one class of metals, but 
are respectively characteristic representatives of three of the most dis- 
tinctly different classes of metals there are. The comprehension of this 
trinitarian peculiarity of ‘‘sulphuriam” may be more attainable by theo- 
logical than scientific intelligence; but by the aid of the lesser lights 
which chemistry affords, it seems hopeless to pursue the search further in 
this direction. 

The next possible clue to sulphurium is the statement that its oxide is 
“the refuse of the manufacture of sulphuric acid, or brimstone” (sic), Here 
the limited intelligence of the chemist stumbles over the question, what 
refuse, that of calebasie acid or of brimstone? or does Mr. Jones regard 
these as the same thing. 

Lastly, this oxide of sulphurium “in its refuse condition has almost the 
specific gravity of iron,” ‘‘the atoms” being “very fine, malleable, and 
ductile.” 

Having reached this intangible region of ‘ atoms,” there remains no- 
thing to grasp, no basis on which to fourd an idea of the “ perfect metal 
sulphurium,”—* Stat nominis umbra.” 

Tere, then, are the materials afforded for judging of Mr. Jones’s claim 
to the discovery of thallium, which is a metal scarcely at all ductile, and 
80 like lead that it is scarcely distinguishable from it. 

The first signof the existence of this metal'was observed in March, 1861, 
-by Mr. Crookes, It consisted in the appearance of a green band in the 
spectrum of a flame, in which a particle of a refuse deposit, obtained in the 
manufacture of sulphurie acid, was held. Pursuing his search for the 
cause of this green band, which no known substance could be found to 
‘produce, he came to the conclusion that it was an elementary substance 
hitherto unknown, and published this opinion in March and April, 1861. 
By the following May he had succeeded in separating this substance, and 
to some extent in ascertaining its chemical character, but owing to the 
small quantity obtained he was still in doubt whether it resembled sulphur 
and tellurium, or whether it was a metal. But in the following year he 
had so far advanced in ascertaining sources of thallium to be able to send 
to the International Exhibition a series of specimens of thallium compounds, 
and a specimen of the metal itself, in the state of a black powder, resem- 
bling the condition in which the metal aluminium was first obtained. 

Shortly after the opening of the Exhibition, on May 16, 1862, a paper 
‘was a | at the Société Imperiale, of Lille, by M. Lamy, in which he 
stated that the method described by Mr. Crookes in May, 1861, for sepa- 
rating thallium from other substances, did not yield thallium itself, but a 
sulphide of thallium. M. Lamy also announced that he had isolated the 
new clement electrolytically, and found it to be a metal very like lead in 
appearance, 

On June 6, 1862, M. Lamy states that he came to England to ascertain 

’ what results Mr. Crookes had obtained, and to satisfy his doubts as to whe- 
ther he had not been anticipated by Mr. Crookes in the isolation of thal- 
‘lium in the metallic state. He went direct to the Exhibition, and inspected 
the thallium exhibited by Mr. Crookes, and labelled “ Thallium, a new 
metallic element, discovered by means of spectrum analysis.” 

The ingot of thallium which M. Lamy had been so fortunate as to ob- 
tain was an object of great interest to chemists here, and particularly to 
Mr, Crookes, who, finding that another chemist was working in the same 
direction with himself, and with more ample resources, at once determined, 
under the circumstances, to publish the results of his investigation without 
‘waiting until they were completed, as he had intended todo. His com- 
munication was read at the Royal Society on June 19, 1862. 

On the 23d of the same month M. Lamy also read a paper on thallium 
at the Académie des Sciences, in Paris, stating that in April, 1861, he 
had discovered a green band in the spectrum of a flame, in which selenium, 
obtained from the deposit of a vitriol chamber, was held. He stated that 
he was not then aware that it had been previously discovered, and pub- 
lished by Mr. Crookes in March, 1861, but he adopted the name proposed 
by Mr. Crookes for the new element. 

In October, 1862, a letter, from M. Lamy, appeared in “ La France,” 
again stating that Mr. Crookes had not obtained thalliam in a pure state, 
and, consequently, that he had not ascertained its true nature. But, adds 
M. Lamy, ‘‘ more fortunate than the English chemist, I have been able to 
isolate the new element,” and to show its metallic nature. An editorial 
comment on this letter describes M. Lamy as the discoverer of thallium, 
and declares that there can be no doubt of his title to be so regarded, since 

he had exhibited a piece of thallium as early as May 16, 1862, while Mr. 
Crookes’ communication to the Royal Society was made on June 19. 

Mr. Crookes protested against this opinion, and stated his claim to hav- 
ing been the discoverer of thallium, and of its metallic nature. He ad- 
mitted that great credit was due to M. Lamy, for having worked out so 
much of the chemical history of the new element, but referred to his own 
publications on the subject in 1861, and to his exhibition of thallium and 
the compounds of it, on May 1, as evidence that his results had been ar- 
rived at independently wh og: to the results obtained by M. Lamy. In 
reply, M. Lamy declared Mr, Crookes’ claim to have no foundation, and 
suggested that it rested only on the exhibition, as thallium, of a black 
powder that was not thallium. ’ Mae } 

Shortly afterwards M. Dumas, in reporting to the Académie des Sciences 
on thallium, expressed the opinion that the green band in the spectrum was 
independently discovered both by Mr. Crookes and M. Lamy. He pointed 
out that Mr. Crookes was the first to discover it, and also to detect the 
existence of the new element. But, he added, “ No one could dispute, on 
the other hand, that M. Lamy was the first to isolate thallium, and so to 
show that it is a true metal, and not a metalloid like silenium or tellu- 
rium, as sup by Mr. Crookes, who had never obtained it in an un- 
combined state and pure.” 

In a subsequent publication by M. ey it has been insinuated that 
Mr. Crookes first gained his knowledge of the metallic nature of thallium 
from M. Lamy in June, 1862, and that he communicated the knowledge 
so obtained to the Royal Society as the results ofhis own research. The 
only possibility M. Lamy has of making this accusation is by maintaining 
that the substance exhibited by Mr. Crookes on May 1, 1862, as thallium, 
was not thallium, and that the description then given of it as having the 
character of a heavy metal was merely an imaginative speculation. What 
reasons M. Lamy considers he has for so doing do not appear, but there 
are very strong reasons for considering that his charges against Mr. Crookes 
are quite unsupported by fact, and that his claim to be the exclusive dis- 
coverer of the metallic nature of thallium is altogether unfounded. 

M. Lamy may have discovered, independently, the green band in the 
spectram; but if he did so, it was at least a month after it had been dis- 
covered by Mr. Crookes. 

M. Lamy may have discovered, independently, that this band indicated 
the presence of a peculiar element, though he does not directly claim to have 
done so. What he claims is the discovery of the metal thallium, and he 
complains that Mr. Crookes obtained priority of publication over him only 

« by hastening to send in his paper to the Royal Society before M. Lamy’s 
* ‘was read to the Academie des Sciences. But M. Lamy has no right to 
say that Mr. Crookes knew nothing more of thallium in 1862 than he 

had published in 1861. 

M. Lamy may have ascertained, independently, that thallium isa metal, 





but he did not, by hisown account, do so until after Mr. Crookes had pub- 
lished the fact that it is a metal, and exhibited thallium as a metal. 

M. Lamy may have been the first to obtain a comparatively large ingot 
of thallium, but if he was that does not make him either the exclusive dis- 
coverer of thallium or of its metallic nature, as he claims to be. 

But this question is not a question of mere priority either in the disco- 

very of thallium or in the publication of that discovery. It is a question 
as to the independence of the discovery made by one or by both of the che- 
mists whoclaim it. If the independence of a discovery made by two per- 
sons be unquestionable, the priority of one is no reason for detracting from 
the credit due to the other. It is only as serving to establish the inde- 
pendence of a discovery, and when there is a question as to the independent 
nature of that discovery, that priority is of any value. 
The credit due to M. Lamy is not necessarily affected by the fact that 
Mr. Crookes obtained the same results at the same time, or at an earlier 
time; nor can the small results obtained by Mr. Crookes be eclipsed by 
larger restilts of M. Lamy, which, even if independent, were subsequent, 
and which served to corroborate the views Mr, Crookes had put forward 
beforehand, with much smaller means at his dis than M. Lamy had. 
The question between Mr. Crookes and M. Lamy is, therefore, one of 
right; and, unfortunately, the terms in which M. Lamy has expressed him- 
self with regard to the subject have also made it a question of honour; and 
it seems impossible that it can be left to remain, as it has been hitherto, a 
disputed question.—8, Gray’s Inn-square. B. H, Paut. 





THALLIUM, AND ITS DISCOVERY. 


S1r,—Among chemists there is no dispute as to Mr. Crookes being the 
discoverer of the new metal, thalliam; but as the letter of “‘ E. D. H.” may 
be read by many who know not the history of the discovery, it seems need- 
ful, in justice to Mr. Crookes to expose the fallacy of your correspondent’s 
assertion that the merit of it belongs to another party. What proof, then, 
is there that any metal was found by Joseph Jones, who saw it, and where? 
He is said to have found “ a metal of the same class as silver, arsenium, 

aluminium,” &c. Now, these metals are white, hard, and comparatively 
light metals; thallium is heavier than lead, fully darker in colour, and de- 
cidedly softer than lead. But again, where did Mr. Jones find the residuum 
from brimstone “ malleable, ductile, and almost of the specific gravity of 
iron?” I have burned many thousand tons of sulphur in the manufacture 
of sulphuric acid, and I never saw an ounce of such a residuum, the only 
refuse being a light dust; chiefly silica, alumina, oxide of iron, and lime; 
in fact, thallium is not a product of sulphur, hut of iron pyrites; and only 
some species of these are found to contain it in appreciable quantity. 

I have furnished Mr. Crookes with the larger part of the material from 
which he has, with much and ingenious labour, extracted the thallium on 
which he is now prosecuting his researches; but the richest deposit I have 
been able tosend him does not contain above 4 to6 ozs. of thallium to 1 cwt. of 
material; and the means by which this is obtained demonstrates that what- 
ever Mr. Jones’s metal was, if a metal he got, it certainly could not be 
thallium. All the salts of that metal are volatile, and can only be got by 
securing the deposit in a tube between the pyrites burners and the vitriol 
chamber. These deposits are not heavy, but light; and the thallium ex- 
ists as a soluble sulphate of the metal. These facts will, no doubt, con- 
vince your readers of the futility of this attempt to denude Mr. Crookes of 
his well-won fame; and, if your correspondent is not satisfied, I shall be 
glad to give him a little more information. 

Though a constant reader of your useful Journal, I do not often trouble 
you as a correspondent; allow me, however, to correct the chemistry of your 
correspondent, “ Eisenstein.” He states that coke from a certain sul- 
hurous coal was freed from sulphur by watering it, as the sulphur had all 
een combined as soluble sulphate. He will excuse me for reminding him 
that no sulphate could possibly have been produced in the presence of ig- 
nited carbon; he must, therefore, find another explanation of the fact.

THE DISCOVERER OF THALLIUM. 


Siz,—Although it may be as difficult to prove that Mr. Joseph Jones, 
referred to in the communication of “E. D. H.,” in last week’s Journal, 
was not the original discover of thallium as that he was—and especially 
so if he be already dead—I think that every reader of the Mining Journal 
must give Mr. Crookes credit for what he has done, and exonerate him 
from the charge of having attempted to appropriate to himself a discovery 
which did not properly belong to him. Mr. Jones may or may not have 
been the original discover of the metal now called thallium, and be this as 
it may, Mr. Crookes must have the honour of having brought it promi- 
nently forward, and as Mr. Jones gave no details as to the process of ex- 
tracting the metal of which he is now presumed to be the discoverer, so 
that Mr. Crookes must have commenced his researches as much in the 
dark as anyone could have done, and his results must, therefore, have been 
entirely independent of all other operators, and} must be acknowledged 
by all as the first really definite results obtained. J.C 





CYANOGEN IN IRON AND STEEL. 


Sir,—I have read with much interest the communications that have from 
time to time appeared in your columns with reference to the effect of cy- 
anogen upon iron and steel, and I am certainly inclined to the opinion that 
either cyanogen or nitrogen must play an important part. It seems to me 
so natural that it should be so, and I think that the principal processes 
which are used in the treatment of the iron after it leaves the blast-furnace 
would appear to confirm this view. We well know that a good pig-iron, 
when it leaves the blast-furnace is, chemically, sufficiently pure for com- 
mercial purposes, and I do not think that subsequent treatment, although 
it without doubt changes the character of the metal, makes it approach 
more nearly to chemical purity. Assuming this view to be correct, what 
can we suppose that puddling or aérating can do? 

In the puddling process the great object appears to be to expose every 
portion of the iron under treatment to the action of the air, and a similar 
effect would result from the blowing of the air in a Bessemer converting 
furnace? Now, what effect can this air have but to introduce nitrogen? 
The temperature of the metal might, perhaps, be ample to decompose the 
air; the oxygen would be consumed in supporting the combustion, and the 
nitrogen being neither combustible nor a supporter of combustion, would 
possibly combine with the iron, which would thus become changed in na- 
ture, though not more pure. The manner in which the nitrogen acts is, 
with our present knowledge, doubtless difficult of explanation; but I think 
it seems probable that it is the nitrogen, and not the oxygen (although, of 
course, we could not do without the oxygen), that has the principal effect 
in changing the character of the metal. 

We know that a certain quality of steel may be produced in the pud- 
dling furnace, and it may be that the chief difference between wrought-iron 
and steel is the quantity of nitrogen burnt off before the process is stopped 
—puddled iron being, in fact, over-wrought steel. I maintain that, al- 
though the mechanical portion of the process does not prevent the produc- 
tion of steel, wrought-iron cannot be Dango without the mechanical por- 
tion of the process, and hence it is that although we may have puddled 
steel, the steel process is not applicable to the production of wrought-iron. 

Now, let us see how far these views are borne out in practice. The iron 
ore, whether it is to be ultimately converted into wrought-iron or into 
steel, must be smelted in the blast-furnace. Cold-blast pig-iron which, 
other things being equal, is usually better than hot-blast pig-iron, con- 
tains less pure iron than hot-blast. Pig-iron and cast-steel are more 
nearly similar in character than are pig-iron and wrought-iron. In the 
manufacture of cast-steel the charcoal employed might furnish an ample 
quantity of nitrogen and oxygen to account for the change which takes 
place in the character of the metal, even assuming nitrogen or cyanogen to 
be the principal substance which affects the resulting product. And in the 
manufacture of the steel, or steel-iron, produced by the Bessemer process 
(where the air is made to supply the nitrogen), the conversion from pig- 
iron in a metal almost, if not, identical with steel, is very rapid. : 

In the puddling-furnace we observe a flame much resembling the “‘stahl- 
flamme,” as the Germans call it, long ‘before the iron comes to nature ; 
and to bring the wrought-iron back to shear steel, continued heating with 
charcoal (which, as shown, might supply nitrogen or cyanogen) is found 
to be necessary. 

Upon these considerations I conclude, although I have no notion as to 
the precise effect of the cyanogen in the conversion of the metal.—1. That 
the presence of cyanogen during the process of manufacturing wrought- 
iron or steel is absolutely necessary.—2. That in the ordinary processes of 
iron and steel making the cyanogen may be indirectly derived from the air 
and fuel.—3. That the nitrogen probably combines with the carbon, either of 


{the fuel or in the iron, to form cyanogen, which having acted upon the 





piron is consumed by burning—that it is the consumption of the cyanogen 


| that accounts for the peculiar blue colour of the “‘stahifiamme,” and also 
| for the variable quantities, or even absence, of nitrogen or b= a in the 


finished metal when submitted to chemical analysis.—4. That wrought- 
iron or malleable fibrous iron can never be produced without the employ- 
ment of a mechanical process. Should the publication of these remar 
aid in the slightest degree in settling the dispute now existing between 
Messrs. Caron, Frémy, and others, with reference to the effect of cyano- 
gen upon iron, I shall be well contented. E. D. H. 





NOVEL APPLICATION or DIVING to MINING OPERATIONS. 


Sim,—About a month ago a break-down occurred in the machinery 
connected with the Dearnley Colliery, near Rochdale, which occasioned 
the stoppage of the works fora short time. On the repairs being com- 
pleted a few days ago, it was found that the engine only pumped water 
out of the pit at the up-stroke, thus showing that there was some derange- 
ment in the working of the pumps. The depth of the water in the shaft 
when this discovery was made was twenty yards, and it was feared at first 
that the only remedy would be to draw out the pump-trees—a most expen- 
sive and tedious process. Thu thought, however, occurred to the engineer 
that some person might go down the shaft in a diving-bell, and by that 
means effect the —— repairs. The idea was at once seized upon by 
the proprietors of the colliery, who immediately sent to Mr. Roderique, of 
Liverpool, requesting him to send one or more divers to the colliery. That 
person sent three men over—Ellis Javons, Thomas Allen, and John Bal- 
mer. After making a careful investigation, Javons went down the pit, 
and after having disappeared for about half-an-hour he ascended, with the 
information that the screw-bolts which fastened the flange of the bottom 
pump-tree were broken. Fresh bolts were forthwith prepared, and Javons 
again descended the pit for the purpose of inserting the new bolts, which 
he accomplished in about an hour-and-three-quarters. On the following 
day he again went down to see that all was secure, and remained under 
water fullyanhour. The pumps afterwards worked as well as ever. The 
complete success which attended this novel experiment will, I should 
suppose, lead to its general adoption in colliery and other operations of a 
like nature.—Rochdale, May 25. W. 


COST OF CARRIAGE OF ORES. 


Srr,—At a time when so great a fall has taken place in the value of 
copper ore, it becomes important to all adventurers to try every means to 
reduce the charges incurred in bringing their ores to market, and it seems 
to me no item is more susceptible of reduction than carriage. Can any cor- 
respondent inform me, through the Journal, what the rates of carriage are 
on ores per mile on the first four mines which sold ores at the sale at Truro 
on April 23? Some of the ores sold as low as 22s. 6d. per ton, and if, as 
I am informed, 6d. per ton per mile is charged on part of this ore, and as 
much on coal required for the engines, the railway company must be get- 
ting the lion’s share of the profit. I believe coal is brought to London 
under 1d. per ton per mile, so Cornwall rates are extortionate, and all ad- 
venturers and others interested should look to it. Dividends are becom- 
ing smaller, and if the present prices are to continue many mines can only 
work at a loss, and must stop.—May 28. VANS,

THE LEAD MINES OF CARDIGANSHIRE, AND LEGITIMATE 
MINING. 


Srr,—In discussing a practical or scientific subject personalities are ex- 
tremely offensive, and do not help us to arrive at a right conclusion. In- 
deed, I appear under a fictitious signature urposely to avoid all that is 
personal, and that the points in dispute might be settled without reference 
‘to individuals, or the inflaence which a name sometimes gives toa fallacy. 
I shall not, therefore, condescend to notice the playful irony and the caustic 
satire of Mr. Matthew Francis, in his reply to my letter; but he should know that I 
mean, notwithstanding, to analyse and to discuss all the reports of agents on mineral 
property in this district which come under my notice; nothing shall divert me from my 
object, and so long as I write under the initials at the foot of this letter, I will not state 
any act upon my own authority; it would not be fair for me to doso, I shall reason 
from admitted or well authenticated facts, and upon the recognised principles of science. 

My complaint is very simple. It is that agents report upon mines in a vague and un- 
satisfactory manner, so that it is utterly impossible for anyone, who has never seen the 
mines, to arrive at any safe conclusion as to their condition and prospects. I go a little 
further, and assert that agents, as a rule, over-value mines, and thus materially damage 
the mining interests of the country. Mr. Matthew Francis disputes these assertions by 
talking of my “cramped mental organisation,” my “crabbed idiosyncracy,” and so forth. 
No doubt these are weighty arguments in discussing a practical question, and your 
~yaders know how to value them. It may pot, however, be amiss to see if my indict- 
t is not proven by referring this week to a report by Mr. Matthew Francis himself, 

che Havan Silver-lead Mines, a copy of which now lies before me. After stating 
far the Havan Mines are from Piynlimmon and Aberystwith, Mr. Matthew Francis 
we “The mines extend from one side of the hill to the other, a distance of rather 
mm. than 600 fathoms, the rise being 100 fathoms.

Suppose I lived in Manchester, and had some capital 
I wished to invest in a mining enterprise, whet should I learn from such a report as to 
the condition and prospects of the Havan Mines? Let us, however, look into the report 
a little closer, so as to get at all its hidden meaning. I imagine it is pretty certain that 
the lode traverses a hill, which Mr. Matthew Francis says “ is crowned by an eruption 
of trap-rock.” The nature of this crown is very questionable, and I should feel obliged 
if Mr. Matthew Francis would tell us why he calis it trap. As I understand it, trap is 
strictly applicable to hornblendic or augitic rocks, Naumann uses it as a synonym for 

t, and Senf for melaphyr; but it issometimes vaguely used to designate any igneous 
rock not distinctly granitic or volcanic, and as such Jukes uses it in his “ Manual of 
Geology.” Ip Mr. Matth Francis follows Jukes, and applies it in its widest 
sense. But it is said in every scientific book on the district that that there areno igne- 
ous rocks of any sort in Cardiganshire; and in speaking of the Cardiganshire mines, Mr. 
Warington Smyth says—* The presence of ore cannot here be directly ascribed to the ; 
proximity of granites or porphyries, since this happens to be the only large portion of 
the slaty rocks of Wales in which NoT A VESTIGE OF ANY ROCK OF IGNEOUS ORIGIN IS MET 
wits ” (“ Memoirs of the Geological Survey,” vol. ii. p. 656). On this point, as it is a 
matter of fact, I would merely ask who is right, the geological surveyors, who have no 
private ends to serve, and every appliance to get at the truth, or Mr. Matthew Francis, 
who literally fails to give an intelligible and scientific description of the Havan Mines, 
that lie in a district in which Mr. Matthew Francis has some personal interest ? 

I would ask you to read over again the first sentence of the report, as quoted by me 
above. It is—* The summit on the north side of the vein is crowned by an eruption of 
trap-rock, which follows the metallic deposit down in that side to the western foot of the 
hill. The eastern side of the hill is composed of indurated clay-slate.” Now, is it pos- 
sible, from such a muddled sentence, to form a correct notion of this marvellously- 
crowned hill? And yet Mr. Matthew Francis does not see the necessity nor the ad- 
vantage of a properly worded and scientific description of the lode,and the rocks traversed 
by it. “The vein,” he says, “ is of the richest description, most beautifal gossans, and 
lead ore in all its varieties, crop up to the very surface.” Mark the strong language, 
which I have italicised; and what does it all mean? Whatam I to understand by a 
lode of the richest description, with most beautiful gossan? Of course there is nothing 
vague in this. Besides, is there anything rich or beautiful in the rust of iron? Wouid 
it not be a thousand times better if Mr. Matthew Francis wrote in the exact and compre- 
hensible terms I suggest? Then, again, “ lead ore in all its varieties crop up to the very 
surface.” Really, this taxes the credulity of the public to its utmost limits. Lead ore 
in all its varieties Iphides, carb , Phosphates, oxides,and soon, I ask you, Sir, 
and the readers of your excellent Journal, if this report of Mr. Matthew Francis does 
not in itself prove my case? ‘“ Out of thy own mouth do I condemn thee,” was said by 
one greater than “ Pliny, the Roman historian,” to whom alone Mr. M. Francis defers. 

But I have not quite done with the report yet. After stating, in equally vague terms, 
how the mines should be worked, and on which I have much to say, Mr. Matthew Francis 
concludes with these memorable words—“ From all that can be judged of these great 
mines in their present state, it is difficult to predict for a judicious system of working 
any other than a most successful issue, terminating in the establishment of mines of imm- 
mense extent and produce, and once established upon a profitable footing, likely to last 
for many generations.” God help the man who writes such pitiable slipshod English! 
So far, however, as I understand the sentence, I look upon it as over-valuing witha 
vengeance, especially when the conclusion arrived at rests upon the incorrect and miser- 
able notion of the Havan Mines which Mr. Matthew Francis harbours. When I am 
assured that a lode will be productive, I ought to know upon what that opinion is based. 
If I speculate on "Change, the reason for it is apparent. If I contribute to the construc- 
tion of a railway or a steam-ship, the chances of profit, either directly or indirectly, are 
present tomy mind. And so, if I am asked to invest capital in a mine, I should cer- 
tainly know what the mine is, in order to judge for myself whether it is reasonably safe 
and advantageous for me to take shares. But I defy any man, from Mr. Matthew 
Francts’s report, to form a full and satisfactory opinion of the Havan Mines. It is true 
Mr. Matthew Francis tells us in the strongest language what he thinks of them, but I 
have no confidence in an opinion which rests upon crude and imperfect information. 

I shall return to this subject again; it excites considerable interest in Wales; and if 
we go direct to the root of the evil we may possibly be the instruments of lessening it 
to some extent. I am bound to add, in all honesty, that I have nothing to say against 
the Havan Mines, which I have not inspected, but I am told they deserve a more scien- 
tific and reliable report than Mr. Matthew Francis has given. C. F.

in a certain mine is “4 fms. wide,” and worth, therefore, only “252. perfm.” And I 
would appeal to agents generally, whether a system of reporting which misleads those 
not in the secret should be kept up?-Bruton-sireet, May 20.

APPLICATION OF PURIFIED GUTTA PERCHA TO 
ARTICLES OF DRESS. 


Sir,—I notice in your valuable Journal some remarks about a party 
seeking a patent for using ‘‘ magnesia” for the purpose of making shirt 
collars of “gutta percha.” Now, as a friend to trath and fair play, I.beg 
to assure your readers that it is an old plan of at least 20 years standing. 
I, as a workman in the employ of the celebrated Charles Goodyear, of India- 
rubber and gutta percha notoriety, used many hundred pounds of mag- 
nesia, for the purpose of making articles white, I also used dry white-lead, but it was 
too heavy. I used large quantities of magnesia, and on the thin sheets had charts, maps, 
portraits, and such matters, printed or lithographed. Our mode was passing the rubber 
through steam-heated rollers, and while so doing mixing magnesia or lea d withthe 
rubber, Sometimes we would dissolve the rubber in pure spirits of turpentine, satu- 
rated with flour of sulpbur, and then mix at pl with ia or white- lead, dry ; 
if we wished a plak, or bright colour, add vermillion red, or any colour we fancied. I 
write you these few particulars, not that I have any interest in the matter, but that 
truth and justice to all may prevail, as I think no patent has a right to be paid for or 
palmed upon the public for a new and useful purpose which is and can be easily proved 
to have been used 20 years ago, without seeking for a patent. I was the first to use it, 
of my own accord, as a mixture with the rubber, but Mr. Goodyear was using it as a 
dryer after sheets were made of rubber. I, as his workman, used it as a mixture, and 
found it to answer better. After I left his employ, and returned to Nova Scotia, I gave 
up all work in the material, but in truth and reality the principle of this whitening, also 
vulcanising, first originated with me, while in Mr. Goodyear’s employ, and when I left 
him I sold to him all interest I had in such working,and which he afterwards improved 
upon, to the benefit of himself and the public.

Mr. T. Sparco (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The Cuarrman said—In order that proprietors might be fully aware of 
the circumstances which had led to the convening of the present meeting, it would be 
necessary for him to advert to the time at which the company was formed. At the first 
meeting, held Oct. 21, 1862, certain arrangements were entered into, there having been 
at that period 4431 shares applied for and allotted. The gentlemen who comprised that 
meeting considered that upon this number of shares they were competent to proceed 
with the company; but finding that as 4431 would be but a small number of shares to 
pay the money part of the cost of the mine—2500/.—it was agreed that the 7500 (17 ) 
fully paid-up shares should be divided into 15,000 shares, with 10s. paid up. This pro- 
bably would have been a very good arrangement had the calls been duly responded to ; 
but such had not been the case, for there was now due for calls 1096/,, and 7800 of the 
15,000 had not been accepted at all—indeed, they were in abeyance ; so that the directors 
had been prevented from carrying on the operations at the mine, although willing—in 
fact, had found the money amongst themselves for paying men up to the present time. 
He fully believed the prospects of the mine were as encouraging as could be desired, 
and, financially speaking, taking into consideration the number of shares allotted, the 
eompany‘was by no means in a bad position; but it was absolutely necessary that some- 
thing should be done with regard to these 7800 shares. It was for the proprietors, 
knowing these facts, to consider whether any practicable means could be devised to 
render the whole of these shares available. 

Mr. THISTLETON suggested that the report of the agents should be read before the 
proprietors discussed the position of the company’s affairs. 

The report was read, as follows :— 


May 19.—The special meeting of adventurers, to be held on the 22d inst., being the 
first general meeting since operations have been commenced, we deem it right to lay 
before you the position and prospects of the mine, showing the points of importance which 
our workings are intended to prove.

but the influx of water was so great as to stop operations by an horse-whim. This lode 
having a north underlie will come into the shaft at the 30, and form a junction with 
Wheal Denner lode (a south underlier) about 70 or 80 fms. below the adit level, where 
we may reasonably expect copper ore will be found ; this is the point which this shaft 
is intended to prove, and is of importance, the Wheal Parent and Denner lodes having 
proved very productive of copper ores in adjoining mines to the east. The flat-rod shaft 
is now down 21 fathoms below the adit level, from the surface to within 3 fathoms 
below that level being perpendicular; the remaining 18 fathoms being sunk upon 
the course of the lode, which has an underlie of about 14% ft. per fathom. In this sink- 
ing the lode has varied from 1 to 2% ¢t. in width, composed of spar, mandic, and copper 
ore, at times in sufficient quantity to pay for saving, at others, although containing 
copper ore, not in sufficient quantity for that purpose. This lode forms a junction with 
the elvan course at about the 70, and we regard this and their intersection with the 
cross-course as the most important points in the mine. We should, therefore, recom- 
mend the immediate sinking of the flat-rod shaft by nine men (if possible to the 25 by 
the whim), during which all energy should be used in putting in the flat-rods, and fixing 

e necessary pitwork for the vigorous developement of the mine. We should also re- 
commend two levels to be driven at the 25; one west, to prove the lode towards the 
cross-couse; the other east, to get under the old men’s 15 fathom level, in the back of 
which much ground was taken away at a low tribute. At surface there is an engine of 
48-in. cylinder, count-house, carpenters and smiths’ shops, &c, In conclusion, we may 
say the points named in this report can be proved for a comparatively small ontiay,and 


in a short space of time, and they contain all the elements of success.—EpMUND 
Rocers, CORNWALL HENWoop. 


Capt. ConNwaLL HENwoop then explained at some length the various points of ope- 
ration. He stated that the object in sinking the engine-shaft to the 70 fm. level was 
to reach the point where it was expected the junction would be found. That was a 
point of the greatest importance, as the mines to the east, under similar circumstances, 
and upon the same lode, had yielded such large returns. 

Mr. Corpon (a director) said there could be no doubt the prospects of the mine were 
very good—the difficulty was one purely of finance.

Mr. HamitTon enquired at what date was the alteration made with respect to the 
fully paid-up shares ?—The Secretary replid that the alteration referred to was made 
(as stated by the Chairman) on Oct. 21, 1862; but he might mention that that altera- 
tion did not affect the financial position of the company, except so far as the call of 2s.

Mr. Saimin enquired in whose possession was the lease of the property? — The 
Cuarrman replied in the hands of the solicitors, and that the seal was affixed in his 
(the Chairman’s) presence. 

Mr. Hamitton wished to make an enquiry with reference to the debt due to the late 
company, and would ask whether any information relating to that debt would be given 
to the meeting?—The Caarrman did not think that was a subject which the present 
meeting could entertain, because there was a certain price to be paid for the mine, and 
the debt referred to formed a portion of that price. 

Mr. HaMItTon thought, if sach information were given, it might in some degree im- 
prove the commercial position of the undertaking. 

The Cuarrman knew nothing of the late company, and he did not see how any dis-

cussion with regard to it could in any way affect the present company, which agreed to 


purchase the mine upon certain terms, in which terms was included all debts of the 
late company; but, at the same time, he should be very glad to promote any enquiry 
that he thought might be of any practical service. 

Mr. Stewart thought the whole of the present difficulties would be surmounted if an 
arrangement could be come to by which these 7800 shares were made available. 

Mr. MitsTep said he knew several gentiemen who were willing to take the whole of 
those shares at a price—in fact, he distinctly understood that they would be bought 
within a fortnight from the present time. 

The CHAIRMAN should like to know under what circumstances those shares would be 
transferred. Mr. Snell had repeatedly made the offer to transfer to the company—in 
fact, as far as he was concerned, he had executed a document to that effect. 

Mr. STEWART thought that, looking at the prospects which the property presented, it 
would be a pity not to vigorously prosecute the development of the mine. He might 
mention that it was the opinion of several eminent practical authorities that the pro- 
perty justified a full development.

The 78 is being driven east of this shaft about 9 fms.; the lode in the present 
end is 2% ft. wide, composed of mundic, peach, and spar, with very rich stones of yellow 
copper ore, a sample of which I broke last evening, and have sent it to the office, but, 
judging from the favourable indications that this end presents at present, we are induced 
to think we are near a good lode of ore; this end is driving by six men. The lode in 
this level, driving west of No. 2 cross-cut, and 23 fms. west of shaft, is 18 in. wide, pro- 
ducing rich stones of tin, with a little copper ore, driving by four men. The lode in this 
level, driving east of No. 3 cross-cut, is 18 in, wide, producing splendid stones of copper 
ore, with rich stones of tin, asample of which has been sent on to-day. We may here re- 
mark from this point to the engine-shaft a distance of 45 fms. there has only been 4 fms.

At the adjourned half-yearly meeting of shareholders the Hon. SECRE- 
tary (Mr. C. Hand) read the directors’ report, which set forth that the 
balance now se ony J to the credit of the company is somewhat less than 
that of the preceding half-year, owing partly to the great expense of sink- 
ing No. 4 shaft and other dead work, and partly to the greatly depreciated 
value of copper. The report of Capt. Pope, as to the working operations during the past 
half-year, was highly satisfactory: he considers, on the whole, the prospects of the com- 
pany were more cheering than ever before, The machinery throughout the mine was 
working well. The account and balance-sheet showed a nett balance of 7802. 5s. 10d. 

Mr. BARKER, of Egremont, Cumberland, an extensive original sharehulder, exhorted 

the meeting not to separate without giving full authority to add the South Poltimore to 
their present sett. He felt certain the mine would declare dividends half-yearly, if not 
quarterly, when that was done. 
The Hon. SECRETARY explained that during the last six months 320 tons of copper ore 
had been sold from the mine, and had its price been equal during that period to its value 
in 1857 and 1858, a difference would have been made of between 6/. and 71. per ton, so 
that from the depreciation in value the company had lost about 2000/., equal to a divi- 
dend of 40 per cent. per annum upon the whole of the capital. 

Capt. Pzacock, who had visited the mine, expressed his great interest in it, parti- 
cularly as when he was a shareholder in the mine formerly, when it was under another 
name, he lost a considerable sum by the speculation. Having been for several years in 
South America, and examined from time to time the copper mines in Chili, from indica- 
tions he saw at the time when the mine was worked as the Poltimore, he felt satisfied 
that it was only a question of time in clearing out the rubbish and arriving at the lodes, 
and then it must be a paying undertaking. Amongst the circumstances which had led 
to the depreciation in the vaiue of copper ore, Capt. Peacock specified the large quanti- 
ties of that metal brought from the mines of Venezuela, Cape of Good Hope, and Ade- 
laide, and the frequent necessity of the merchants and mining adventurers in Chill, 
having sent over large quantities of the ore to this country, especially to Swansea, tosell 
it below value to pay off the advances of the consignee, both of which circumstances 
tended to reduce the value of English copper in the market. In fact, they ought not to 
make calculations of getting more for their copper than at present; he should, on the 
contrary, be inclined to fear a fall, from the immense quantities of copper coming from 
all parts of the world. Likening the Bampfylde Mine to an estate in the back woods o 
America after it had been brought into cultivation, he advised the shareholders patiently 
to abide their time for reaping their harvest, satisfied from the good management of the 
mine in all {ts details that it would ultimately be successful. 

Messrs. H. Lafone, E. Milne, E. C. Thomas, W.G. Nation, R. Barker and G. Peaceck 
were elected the committee of management for the ensuing year. 

Mr. C. HAND was glad that Capt. Peacock had permitted his mame to be added to the 





committee, as he was sure that a gentleman haying genius enough to concoct so beau- 
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fifal a design as the Obelisk for the late Prince Consort Memorial must be fully qualified 
or making a mine pay. 

The meeting was then made special, to consider a resolution adopted by the share- 
holders in Nov. last: —“ That the association be registered under the Limited Liability 
Act of 1862, as a company limited by shares, so soon as the committee of management 
complete the necessary arrangements.” By that resolution no injury, as he believed, 
could be done to the shareholders, who would know that all they could lose would be the 
total amount of capital, all of which was paid up. 

Mr. Hanp said he was aware that a great number of the shareholders who lived out 
of Liverpool, not being acquainted with the gentlemen who formed the committee of 
management, were wishful to have the association registered under the Limited Liability 
Act, but they had not attended the meeting to express that wish. The Limited Liability 
Act was not accepted by mines generally, and the shareholders in such undertakings pre- 
ferred remaining under the system of the cost-book. He himself was wishful some time 
ago that the association should be placed under the Limited Liability Act, but now that 
success was so far ensured he thought they had better remain under the present system. 

Capt. Peacock expressed his belief that, according to the Stannary Laws, a shareholder 
having paid up his calls, so as to meet all claims against him, might, upon notice of re- 
Mnquishment, give up his shares, and thereby release himself from all responsibility. 
That being the case, he did not think there was so much importance in their adopting 
the Limited Liability Act as in other companies pursuing that course. The registration 
of the association under that Act would lead to an expenditure of between 300/. and 400/. 
The Mexican Mining Company, in which he was a shareholder, had been registered under 
the Limited Liability Act, and it cost them between 350/. and 3601, Probably the ex- 

would be somewhat less in this country, but still it must be very great. 

The resolution was negatived by a considerable majority of the shareholders present, 
the mover and seconder and one other gentleman only giving it their support. 

Thanks were voted to the Chairman and to the hon. secretary, for their valuable ser- 
vices.—(125 shares in the company were sold by auction.)

The directors’ report was then read, as follows :— 


During the past year the directors continued the plan adopted at the commencement 
of the company’s proceedings, and circulated among the shareholders all important !n- 
telligence as soon as it was received from their manager at Labuan, and their agents at 
Singapore. They now append a report from Mr. Sinclair, the pany’s manager at 
Labuan, on the progress made in opening out the Labuan Collieries during the past year, 
and on the general prospects of the undertaking, which will, they trust, prove satisfac- 
tory to the shareholders. Accounts from Mr. Sinclair to March 17 have since been re- 
ceived, in which he reports farther deliveries of 180 tons of coal to Her Majesty’s ships. 
The di have p! in drawing attention to the zeal and ability displayed by 
Mr. Sinclair in the management of the company’s affairs at Labuan, which appear to 
them to render the profitable working of the colliery a certainty at no distant date. The 
small paddie-steamer dispatched to Labuan in September last, under sail by the direc- 
tors, arrived in good order at Singapore in March, and left under steam on April 4 for 
Labuan, where she will be usefully employed in towing coal lighters from the jetty at 
Port Raffles to Victoria Harbour, to which vessels of great draught of water can repair 
at all seasons, and where it is proposed to erect coal stores and jetty, for the purpose of 
supplying vessels with coal. The production of coal being now so well established, the 
directors have turned their attention to the best means of supplying the large existing 
demand for steam coal in the East; and, acting on the strongly-urged advice of their 
manager and Singapore agents, have chartered a screw collier, capable of delivering about 
1000 tons each voyage, to ply Hong Kong, and other 
eastern ports. They will thus be enabled to carry out the contracts made with Her 
Majesty’s Government and the Peninsular and Oriental Company for the delivery of coal 
at Singapore and Hong Kong. The directors, however, confidently expect to sell a large 
amount of coal at the island as soon as they can complete arrangements for the rapid 
shipment of coal at Port Victoria. The shareholders will be glad to learn that the re- 
ports from al) quarters, including the commanders of Her Majesty’s ships of war, and the 
Government mineralogical department, on the good quality and general suitability of 
the coal for steam purposes, are highly favourable, and that such of Her Majesty’s ships 
as are stationed on the Coast of Borneo, and have for the last few months been burning 
it, are highly satisfied with it. The stock of coal at the end of Feb., at Coal Point, was 
3250 tons. On analysis it has proved a valuable gas coal, a fact to which some import- 
ance may be attached, as gas is about to be extensively manufacture at Singapore, Hong 

Kong, and other places in the East. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, congratulated the shareholders 
upon the great progress which had been made with theworks during the past year, as 
detailed in the report; and they looked upon the future with great confidence, The 
only difficulty with which they had to contend was that arising from the abnormal state 
of matters at present existing, which induces ships to carry out coals at a mere nominal 
freight, in order to avoid going out without cargo. Stocks have consequently accumulated 
to such an extent that $6 to $7 is the present price of best Welsh coal at Singapore.

Since these accounts were made up a dividend at the rate of 82. per cent. per annum 
on the increased capital of the bank, and an extra dividend of 16s. per share, amounting 
together to 40,0002., were paid in February last. The amount of undivided profits after 
these payments, therefore, stood at 103,729/. 38. 10d., as compared with 99,0507. 14s. 6d., 
the figures at which they stood last year after the payment of the February dividend, 
and transfer of 100,000/. to capital account. The directors are happy to state that their 
expectations of the success of their metropolitan branch at Bayswater are being rapidly 

lised, and the prog of their new branch at Macroom has been also satisfactory. 
It is not a portion of the formal business of the annual general meeting to discuss the 
state of the bank in the current year; but, following the precedent of the report issued 
last May, the directors consider it due to the proprietors to announce that not only do 
the current business, and the profits already accrued in 1863, afford the prospect of a 
maintenance of the same rate of dividend and extra dividend last declared, but they ex- 
hibit a steady advance in the earning powersof the bank, and promise a greater surplus 
for increase of the reserve than that which they have been able to announce for 1862.

The directors of the National Bank have been frequently invited by import- 
ant Liverpool and Irish customers to open a branch of this bank at Liverpool, but view- 
ing the magnitude of operations at Liverpool, and amongst other objections the probable 
necessity of increasing the paid-up capital of the National Bank were they to entertain 
the proposition, the di declined to adopt any course which might involve any ne- 
cessity for an increase to the paid-up capital of the National Bank. Knowing, how- 
ever, the advantage that should accrue to this bank by the reciprocal agency of an in- 
dependent Liverpool bank, with adequate capital, most of the directors of the National 
Bank have in their individual capacity taken shares in the company lately established 
under the title of the National Bank of Liverpool (Limited) and four of their number 
have joined the board of the Liverpool Bank as a London committee ; they have thereby 








led to the establishment of a bank, the commission on the London and Irish business of: 


which must before very long add considerably to their legitimate profits, for which 
the directors hope to offer reciprocal advantages to their Liverpool connections. Since 
the last annual general meeting the directors have to deplore the fatal accident by which 
they were deprived of their late friend and colleague, Mr. Brodie McGhie Willcox, M.P., 
for whose memory they are unanimously desirous to record their deep respect. The va- 
cancy occasioned by the lamented death of Mr. Willcox has been since filled by the elec- 
tion by the Court of Directors of Mr. James Allan, of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam 
Navigation Company, for many years a colleague of Mr. Willcox on that board, Mr. 
Allan’s election will now require the confirmation of the proprietors. Mr. Octavius 
Ommanney retired from the direction of this bank in December, 1862, and Mr. T. D. 
Edwards and Mr, Fowler Newsam resigned their seats on the board last month. Inthe 
room of Mr. Ommanney the court of directors have elected Mr. Philip Vanderbyl, of 
the firm of Messrs. Redfern, Alexander, and Co, ; in the room of Mr. Edwards they have 
elected Mr. Thomas William Kough, of the firm of Messrs. Jones Brothers ; and in the 
room of Mr. Newsam they have elected Mr. John O’Meara, of this city, Mr, Kough’s 
appointment will require the confirmation of the shareholders. 

The CuatrMan, in moving the adoption of the report, said—I hope the report which 
has just been read will be perfectly satisfactory to the proprietors. There is no doubt 
that Ireland, being chiefly an agricultural country, has, on the whole, suffered more or 
less for the last three years from the deficiency of the crops, and there is quite as little 
doubt that the deficiency of those years was met by the people of Ireland in a hopeful 
and honest spirit; the agricultural and trading classes, as far as our experience proves, 
met the trials to which they were exposed firmly and suecessfully. The entire falling 
off of the Irish deposits in our bank for the last three years has been only 173,182/., 
while the decrease in the deposits of all the other banks taken together amounts, for the 
same period, to 1,650,000, The amount in our case is less than half our arithmetical 
proportion of the whole decrease, It comes to this, that the Irish private deposits of 
the National Bank are within a fraction of a quarter of the entire private deposits of all 
the joint-stock banks put together. Iam not able, if I were disposed, to compare our 
operations with the operations of any other bank, but a report published by Dr. Neilson 
Handcock, from materials collected by order of the Lord-Lieutenant, which shows the 
progress of Irish banks for the last twenty years, gives as the deposits of all the banks 
at the close of 1851 about 8,263,0007.; and the deposits of the National Bank did not 
then amount to one-eighth of the whole, being slightly in excess of 1,000,0007. sterling. 
At the close of last year, notwithstanding the three deficient harvests, the private depo- 
sits of Ireland of all the banks amounted to 14,388,000/., and of this sum the private de- 
posits of the National Bank constituted one-fourth, or very nearly—(hear, hear)—the 
amount is 4,245,0007., but that includes the deposits of the London Bank, which have 
increased by several hundred thousands during the past two years. Notwithstanding 
the deficiency of the harvests, our bank has had a considerable growth within the last 
three years, and we should have realised as much actual profit in 1862 as in 1861 if we 
had nearly the same rates of interest ; but the great majority of our advances being by 
discount of bills and on secured loans at short dates, our profit must fluctuate according 
to the rate of mercantile discounts. It is our policy to keep our resources well in hand, 
not advancing at fixed rates for long periods. The current year so far promises very 
well, and quite justifies the allusion contained in the report. The directors look cheer- 
fally to the future promise of Ireland, and trust that her people this year will be re- 
warded with an abundant harvest, which not only enriches the cultivator of the soll, 
but radiates and spreads its beneficial influence to all branches of trade and commerce. 
The report is very full in detail, but if any proprietor has any question to ask, or any 
desire for further information, I shall be most happy, to the best of my ability, to give 
any explanation with regard to the affairs of the company, Inow move that the report 
and accounts now read be adopted, printed, and circulated among the proprietors.

The price of the 
fuses per dozen would be about the same as that of the safety-fuses now in 
use in most mines, and the cost of the magneto-electric machine would 
speedily be compensated for by the additional safety secured.

A small sum weekly, or even monthly, would put the poor widow and her children 
independent from the Union-house, which now must be the case. Surely the miners 
should see the necessity of doing this, recollecting no one knows whose turn it is next.

There are numberless mountain streams which from time immemorial have carried the 
debris from these disintegrated auriferous mountain ranges, washed as they have been 
by the rains that have fallen during unnumbered centuries, these large deposits of the 
precious metal have found their way into the River Mawddach. I do not hesitate to 
express my conviction that the quantity of gold, both in the soil of the banks and on 
the bed rock of this river, must beenormous. The simple fact that 121bs. weight of sand 
taken from the bed of this river, near Lianelltyd Bridge, has produced 16 grains of fine 
gold, gives, I think, sufficient evidence of the results that may follow larger and more 
extended operations. There is abundant evidence from a very remote period of the ex- 
istence of gold in Wales, A mountain stream of great beauty has been known for ages 
by the name of Nant Aur, which, being interpreted, means the Gold Brook; very 
probably deriving its name from gold being found in or nearit.

Tue Coat Freips or New Sourn Wa tes.—In pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the Coal Fields Regulation Act of 1862, the Governor has pro- 
claimed that the “‘ Hunter River district” shall comprise the counties ot 
Northumberland, Durham, and Gloucester; Mr. William Keene has been 
appointed examiner of coal flelds for this district, and keeper of Mining Records. By 
the same proclamation the “ [ljawarra district ” is declared to comprise the counties of 
Camden, Cumberland, and Cook, and Mr. John Mackenzie has been appointed ex- 
aminer. Messrs. R. Harris, T. Lewis, and T. Topham are appointed inspectors of coal 
fields. The first cargo of coals from the mines of the Cardiff Coal Company has been 
shipped for Shanghai, The colliery where these coals are produced is situate at Lake 
Macquarie, at the base of a lofty hill, into which the tunnel has been run onalevel with 
the waters of the lake; the seam rises with a slight incline just sufficient to drain the 
works naturally. The mine was discovered by a few of the A. A. Company’s men, during 
the late strike, and is said to be one of the most valuable coal fields in the colony. The 
seam is 16 feet thick, containing 10 feet of coal, partly splint and partly cherry, of very 
superior quality. Parties who have tried it in Sydney report that it raises and keeps 
up steam with less expenditure of fuel than any other description, the coal burning to 
a pure white ash. The company is composed of the original proprietors and a few 
Sydney capitalists, who have found the money to start the undertaking. The capital of 
the company is 30,000/., and all the shares at present offered have been allotted. The 
greatest difficulty that the company have to contend with isin the entrance to Lake 
Macquarie, which is a bar harbour, with only 7 ft. of water at high tide; but it is an- 
ticipated that the Government will take steps to remove the bar; and in the mean- 
time the company are purchasing and building vesse!s adapted to the present condition 
of the entrance. The most remarkable circumstance in connection with this under- 
taking is the extremely inexpensive character of the plant, the coal being close to the 
water’s edge, and the mine being drained naturally, enables them, without machinery, 
to produce coals at a much lower cost than has ever been accomplished elsewhere in the 
colony. The sections, which have already been alluded to in the Mining Journal as in 
course of preparation by Mr. John Mackenzie and the Rev. W. B. Clarke, have been 
published. They do not profess to be an exhaustive classification of the different seams 
of the Newcastle coal field. Indeed, the very area of that field is as yet undetermined. 
Bat the plan contains a classification of all the seams that have as yet been proved. 
Mr. Mackenzie has only numbered those seams which are of 3 feet in thickness and 
upwards, and of these there are no fewer than 17, beginning with the top Burwood seam, 
which is the uppermost, and ending with the Stony Creek seams, which are the lowest. 
The stratigraphical distance between the first and last mentioned of these seams is not 
capable at present of accurate determination, but must be several thousand feet. The 
reason assigned by Prof. McCoy, of Melbourne, for classing the Newcastle coal as meso- 
zoic is that the fossil flora found associated with it is of a mesozoic type, and that the 
regular palwozoic indications, such as calamites, lepidodendron, sigillaria, &., were 
completely absent. But this complete absence Mr. Mackenzie denies, stating that he 
has found what he considers to be specimens of every one of these, while he has failed 
to find a single specimen of zamite or taentopteris—forms that indicate the mesozoic age. 
In addition to this, Mr. Mackenzie has found at Stony Creek fossil shells of the genus 
producta—a well gnised characteristic of the palwozoic age. In the same locality 
Mr. Mackenzie also found other fossils of the palsozoic class, such as bellerophons, spi- 
rifers, conularix,andterebratulw. A palmozoic fish also, Eurosthenes Australis, has been 
found in the uppermost seams at Newcastle.

Breacu or Cottrery REGULATIONS.—T wo miners were severely pun- 
ished by the Dewsbury magistrates, on Monday, for a violation of the rules of the col- 
liery at which they were engaged. They worked at Harding’s Colliery, Morley, and 
they were caught by the overseer with the topof their lamps screwed off, and the lights 
naked. They were fined 40s. and costs, or three months’ imprisonment for one man, 
and six months for the other, in default of payment. 


LiaBitity oF Broxers.—The Court of Queen’s Bench has decided» 
in the case of The Royal Exchange Insurance Company v. Moore, that if a broker sells 
stock, shares, or debentures for an undiselosed principal, and sign the sold note as though 
he were the real principal himself, he is responsible for any loss sustained by the purchaser 
through the fraud of such undisclosed principal, although the purchaser may have been 
aware that he was buying of one who was dealing asa broker only. The plaintiffs in 
this case had paid 16007. for a legal transfer of certain debentures, but received a forged 
transfer, The Court, in giving judgment for the plaintiffs, said that a man who sold 
forged bills or deeds must stand to the loss, and an agent who professed to sell as princi- 
Pal was liable as such. 


Principal AND AGENT.—In the case of Dresser #. Norwood, in the 
Common Pleas, it appeared that timber of the plaintiffs was sold by his factor in the factor’s 
own name to the defendant’s broker as agent for his undisclosed principal. The defendant 
did not himself know that the timber was not the property of the plaintiff’s factor, but 
the defendant’s broker, from circumstances which had come to his knowledge before he 
was Sy the defendant, did know that the timber belonged to the plaintiff, and 
not to his . In this action for the price of the timber, the Court raled that the de- 
fendant had a right to set off a bebt due to himself from the plaintiff’s factor, the know- 
ledge of the defendant’s broker of the real ownership of the timber at the time of the con- 
tract not being constructive knowledge of it on the part of the defendant. 

Oxp Toteus Unitep Mines. — At the Stannaries Court, on Monday, 
Mr. Hockin, on behalf of Mr. W. J. Rawlings, of the firm of Harvey and Co., of Hay 
creditors to a large amount, and on affidavits by E. F. Harvey, of service of office copies 
of the petition ‘on Mr. W. J. Dunsford, of Broad-street-buildings, secretary of the mine, 
and on the resident agent, moved for an order to wind up the mine.

Still more, the report reflects such credit upon the officials, who are, 
we are proud to think, but a few of the many such at this day engaged 
in mining, that it would be injustice to the eminently intelligent commu- 
nity to which they belong not to cite the ackowledgement by the directory 





of the efficiency and zeal of its officers, who, it.is , {show their 
zeal for the company’s interest by cheertully undertaking the most arduous

ing, to suggest to the speculative the necessity of guarding themselves from ‘ 
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duties, by constantly suggesting improvements for the more economical 
working of the concern, and by maintaining the respectability of a well- 
ordered establishment.” This tribute is valuable, not alone to those to 
whom it has been so deservedly paid, but to the mining body at large, and 
to the public, for it leads to the investment of confidence by the latter— 
the first step in a right direction; and it excites the honest emulation of 
he executive of other companies to signalise themselves by assiduity—to 
go and do likewise. 








Although, as might reasonably be expected, the mine adventurers them- 
selves are almost the only opponents to the RarTING OF Mines to the poor, 
it is beyond question that a large amount of injustice is inflicted upon other 
interests by the continuance of the exemption of metalliferous mines from 
taxation—not where the mines are prosperous and legitimately worked, for 
in such cases the benefits derived from the mines by everyone in the neigh- 
bourhood fully compensate for every privilege which the mine adventurer 
enjoys, but because there are always a large number of mines necessarily 
in process of development which are in the hands of needy adventurers, who 
attempt to carry on the works upon credit, and thus impoverish not only 
the working miners they employ, but every tradesman who has dealings 
with their unpaid workmen. The natural consequence is that in by far 
too many instances the miners are compelled to seek relief from rates pay- 
able by those who have already borne heavy losses from connection with 
them. ‘That mine adventurers will be able to maintain their much-prized 
exemption from taxation under such circumstances can scarcely be hoped. 
In Cardiganshire, especially, the evil of mines being worked by bankrupt 
adventurers has been most severely felt, and energetic steps are now being 
taken with a view to obtain, if possible, a change in the law with respect to 
the recovery by the miners of their wages from defunct and bankrupt min- 
ing companies; @ series of petitions, of which the subjoined will explain 
the nature, having been presented to both Houses of Parliament:— 

The humble petition of the undersigned working miners in the mining district of ——, 
beg with all humility to lay before your honourable House a severe case of hardship 
to which we are now subject, and trust that upon investigation a remedy will be ap- 
plied by Parliament for our protection. 

It is customary in the mining districts for the mine adventurers to retain in their 
hands one month of the wages of the working miner, whether he works as a day labourer 
or by the bargain, to which we do not object ; but in too many instances the mines are 
worked by speculative adventurers, of whose means to carry on the mine we are igno- 
rant. Our wages are then lett unpaid for months together; when from inability or 
other causes on the part of the directors of the mine, legal proceedings are taken either 
by money brokers or wealthy merchants, who have been advancing money or supplying 
goods to the mine—knowing the situation of affairs better than we do—whereby the 
mine and materials are seized by the sheriff, and sold under an execution for their own 
immediate benefit, and to our loss in wages, for we have hitherto found it more to our 
loss than benefit to follow up our claims for wages by taking law proceedings either in 
the County Court or Court of Bankruptcy, as, from the heavy expense to be incurred in 
those Courts, it is better for us to sacrifice the whole of the wages due than take any 
law proceedings against the mine adventurers, thus entailing a heavy loss on the poor 
miner, who cannot afford to lose the money, and compelling us, to avoid starvation, to 
seek relief for ourselves and families in the workhouse, to our disgrace, as able-bodied 
men, seeking for parish relief at the time when money is due to us for our hard-earned 
labour, thus increasing the alrcady over-burdened poor-rates. 

We, therefore, humbly pray your honourable House will be pleased to take our case 
into consideration, and throw over us your shield of protection, by adopting such mea- 
sures as will place us in the same position es domestic servants, who, when an execu- 
tion is placed in the house or premises of their employers, can legally claim the fall 
amount of wages due to the date of execution, before the proceeds of the sale are handed 
over to the sheriff. Also that power be given to the Commissioners in the Court of 
Bankruptcy, on the winding-up of any mine company, to order the payment of wages to 
the miners before any other accounts are paid. 

And your petitioners as in duty bound will ever pray, &c, 

Great interest has been taken on behalf of the Cardiganshire miners by 
Mr. J. G. Wrtt1aMs, of Gloucester Hall, near Aberystwith, and the alte- 
ration asked for appears to be so desirable that we do not doubt that other 
gentlemen equally energetic will be found to represent those of other dis- 
tricts. We understand that the petition has met with the approval and 
support of Lord Patmerston and Sir George Grey, and many other 
Members of both Houses of Parliament, as well as that of Lord Kinnarrp, 
the Chairman of the Commission of Mines now pursuing its investiga- 
tions. ‘That metalliferous mines should continue to be exempt from taxa- 
tion is much to be desired, and the extension of the exemption to coal 
mines is also to be wished for, but it must be apparent that unless mine 
adventurers perform the duties imposed upon them they can scarcely hope 
to retain their privileges. 








It was only so recently as Feb, 28 of the present year that we reported 
a case heard before the Whitehaven magistrates, in which the viewer of 
the Whitehaven Hematite Iron Company’s No. 2 pit was charged by Mr. 
Martruias Dunn, the Government Inspector, with “ breach of the statute, 
in not having sufficiently provided for the ventilation ” of the pit, and it 
will be remembered that we felt it our duty to remark that the Inspector 
appeared to have had many obstacles to surmount; and that although the 
bench dismissed the case, we believed all would exonerate Mr. Dunn from 
the charge of personal feeling or undue pressure in the matter, more espe- 
cially when it is considered that the pit is worked with a single-bratticed 
shaft, and that a comparatively small explosion would inevitably entomb 
every individual in the pit. We expressed the wish that we could give 
an equally favourable opinion as to the absence of personal feeling on the 
other side, and much regretted that in connection with a case so important 
as that of deciding the safety or otherwise of a colliery belonging to the 
Whitehaven Hematite Iron Company an opportunity should have been 
afforded for such unpleasant remarks upon the family ties of the company 
and magisterial bench. Mr, JAmes Lump,being a director of and partner in 
the Whitehaven Hematite Iron Company; Mr. Wm. Lump was one of the 
magistrates before whom the case was tried (we are glad to state that Mr. 
Wa. Lump, sen., stated in the Journal of the following week, that al- 
though he was on the bench, and took part in the business of the magis- 
trates preceding this case, he retired, and left the Court upon the Hema- 
tite Company’s case being called); and Mr. Wm. Lume, jun., conducted 
the case for the defendant. We further stated that the cross-examination 
of Mr. Dunn lasted several hours, and more irrelevant questions than those 
put by Mr. Lump were never heard; and that we could only wonder that 
any bench of magistrates permitted them. In weighing the evidence, we 
observed that both Mr. Dunn and Mr. ATKINSON concurred in the opinion 
that the ventilation was inadequate, whilst the witnesses who expressed 
the opposite opinion were (owing to the necessity of laying the informa- 
tion against the viewer, permitting it) three of the directors and one or 
two servants of the company, and Mr. ‘'aos. Emmerson Forster, whose 
personal antagonism to the Government official was manifest not only upon 
the hearing of the Hematite Company’s case at Whitehaven, but again at 
the inquest upon the explosion at the Coxlodge Colliery, which was held 
but a few days afterwards. In concluding our remarks upon the White- 
haven case, we mentioned that the Whitehaven Hematite Iron Company 
might congratulate themselves upon the result of the case, but expressed 
the opinion that if the lives of working colliers are to be protected, it is 
desirable that colliery cases should in future be heard before stipendiary 
magistrates only. ; 

In contradiction to our report and comments, the directors of the White- 
haven Hematite Iron Company wrote that “the misrepresentations and 
suppressions of material facts by our correspondent were so flagrant and 
numerous that it was utterly impossible to notice them within the compass 
of an ordinary letter,” and a contemporary animadverted very strongly 
upon the conduct of the Government Inspector, and the hardship to which 
the Hematite Company had been subjected under the no less attractive 
title than that of “ Zeal without Discretion;” and, doubtless, until the 
publication of the abstract of the directors’ complaint to the SecrETARY 
or Stare, with Mr. Dunn’s comments thereon, some of our readers might 
have supposed that the Inspector had exceeded his duty. But now, un- 
happily, the value of Mr. T. E. Forsrer’s experience, which would have 
led him ‘to fire the gas in No, 2 pit to have got rid of it,” and the extent 
of Mr. Dunn’s justification for laying the information, can be conclusively 
Judged of, for at this very pit four lives have been sacrificed-within the last 
week, through the inadequacy of the ventilation. Three brothers, named 

EIR, with the son of one of them, descended the No. 2 pit on Sunday 
night. Their lamps were duly examined by the deputy-steward, but it 
appears that they had travelled into a part of the pit where there was foul 
air, and at half-past six on Tuesday morning Tuomas Tayzor, the pit 
steward, found the boy lying in the stone drift dead, the three men lying 
8 little turther on, also dead. It is conjectured that the first man went 
into the drift for the purpose of getting a saw, and that, not returning, an- 
other man went in search of him, and afterwards a third, and last of all, 
the boy. The deceased was found about 12 or 14 yards from the place 
where they were working. The inquest will not take place for a week or 
ten days, and Mr. Lume is the coroner for the district. It is to be hoped the 
enquiry will be of a searching character, and lead, if there has been the sys- 
tematic infraction of the rules laid down for the safety of the colliers that 
4s rumoured, to the punishment of those who are responsible for the ma- 











nagement of the colliery. It cannot, we think, be doubted that in the 
execution of their duty the Government Inspectors have many difficulties 
to encounter, but we trust that we shall not again hear complaints of the 
Inspectors’ inefficiency, unless it can be shown that their suggestions are 
attended to by those in office at the collieries under their inspection, for it 
cannot be supposed that men whose opinions are not entitled to the greatest 
respect would ever have been appointed to so important a position as that 
of Government Inspectors of Coal Mines. 








In another column we give copious and interesting extracts from a work, 
to which we briefly alluded in our last publication, on “The Mines of 
South Australia.” We then quoted only some remarks with respect to 
the Yudanamutana Mine, and selected that solely from the fact that it is 
the last undertaking established with English capital, and under expecta- 
tions of the most remarkable kind, both as respects the quantity of ore dis- 
covered and the high percentage of yield of pure copper. Now, however, 
we have taken portions with reference to every mine in the colony, in which 
English capitalists are the principal shareholders, and on a future occasion 
will give a reswmé of the “ doings” in the colony in respect to mining, as 
shown in the work referred to. 

South Australia is indeed a most extraordinary country as to mineral 
lore. It has already produced its Burra Burra, which for the last 17 years 
has given from 10,000 to 15,000 tons of ore per annum, and of an average 
yield of metal of about 25 per cent. It also has its Mootan, and now its 
Yudanamutana, which seems likely to eclipse the others, both in produce 
and richness. Already 600 to 700 tons of ore have been sold, or are in 
transit, to this country, of a collective value of some 20,000/.; while, in 
addition, about 2000 tons of equal richness are at grass, or removed to the 
shipping port. But taking the first portion only—the 20,000/.—it is equi- 
valent to a dividend of 6s. 6d. per share on the 45,000 shares of the com- 
pany; and we cannot see why a division of profits, to the amount, should 
not be speedily declared, especially as so great a cash-balance remains in 
hand, and the prospects of large shipments are so certain. 





THE ENSUING MEETING OF THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 


After an absence of 25 years the British Association revisits, in August 
next, the town of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and the important scene of mining 
and manufacturing industry of which Newcastle is the metropolis. From 
what we read and hear we are inclined to believe that the meeting will be 
one of the most successful that has ever yet been held by the Association. 
The people of the T'yne and Wear are more than usually hearty in their 
welcome to strangers—witness the demonstrations when Ear] Russecy and 
Mr. GLADSTONE were amongst them—and they spare no time, nor trouble, 
nor expense, to give a cordial reception to those whom they delight to hon- 
our. Inthe present instance very great exertions are being made to ensure 
the success of the gathering. A local committee, representing almost the 
entire wealth and learning of the Northern Counties has been in active 
operation for several weeks; and the arrangements, we understand, are in 
a state of unusual forwardness. The amount required to defray the ex- 
pense of the meeting is estimated at about 4000/., and of this at least 30001. 
has been subscribed, so that very little remains to be done under that head, 
and probably at the next committee meeting the gratifying announcement 
will be made that the whole amount has been received. Nearly all the 
public rooms required for the meetings of the various sections have been 
secured, and apportioned to their respective purposes, and all of them are 
capable of accommodating quite as many persons as are likely to form the 
sectional gatherings. No room has yet been found sufficiently large for 
the aggregate meetings of the Association, as, for instance, the opening 
meeting, when Sir Wittiam G. Armstrrone will deliver the inaugural 
address, or the evening lectures; but it is proposed to erect temporary gal- 
leries round the spacious Music Hall in the corporate buildings, which will 
then accommodate about 4000 persons. Several of the papers to be read 
by local members are agreed upon, and partly ready. Mr. Nicnoxas 
Woop, Mr. Joun Taytor, and Mr. G. W. Pxase, will be amongst the 
contributors on the subject of coal mining and the manufacture of coke; 
the Mayor of Newcastle (Mr. J. L. Bett) and Dr. Ricuarpson will read 
papers on the manufacture of iron, steel, lead, zinc, aluminium, &c.; the 
progress of iron shipbuilding will be described by Mr. C. M. Patmer; 
papers on railways and locomotives will be read by Mr. W. Hawrnorn, 
Mr. G. R. Srerwenson, and Mr. G. F. Tone; Mr. J. C. Stevenson, 
Mr, R. C. Cuarnam, and Dr. Ricuarpson, will treat of chemical manu- 
factures; and Mr. Joseru Cowen, senior, will explain and elucidate the 
trade in fire-clay wares. Other contributions will, no doubt, be forthcom- 
ing at the time of meeting, but, as it stands, the list is an excellent one. 
The writers are men of high professional reputation, men of great and va- 
ried experience in their respective departments, and some original and ex- 
ceedingly valuable information may be expected. During the visit of the 
Association, the magnificent Central Exchange News-room—the finest 
building of the kind in the North—is to be fitted up for the exhibition of 
models of machinery, specimens of mineral, chemical, and other products; 
and on one of the evenings there is to be a special conversazione of the 
local literary and scientific societies. 

Since the year 1838, when the Association was last on the banks of the 
Tyne, the face of the North Country, and the condition of its trade and in- 
dustry, have undergone a revolution. At that period the railway system 
was in its earliest infancy; the Cleveland ironstone lay unheeded in its 
native hills; the extraction of coal was limited, for the art of coal mining 
on an extensive scale was only imperfectly understood; iron furnaces were 
rare, manufactories few, and of small capacity; and docks were almost un- 
known. At the present day the banks of the Tyne, Wear, and Tees are 
interlaced by railways, and the most familiar sound in the traveller’s ear 
is the locomotive whistle, and the hollow rattle of coal wagons. Manufac- 
tories—and large ones too—belch forth steam and smoke in every direction; 
noble docks, filled with vessels of all nations, grace the three rivers; a large 
town, which already possesses a mayor and corporation, and aspires to be 
represented in Parliament, has been created by the Cleveland ironstone; 
and all around the earth is pierced to fearful depths, and its hidden trea- 
sures are brought to the surface, and dispatched to every part of the civi- 
lised world with a rapidity, a method, and a security which no other coal- 
yielding country on the globe can equal. 

We do not know where a more eligible district for a successful meeting 
of a learned scientific body like the British Association could have been 
found. To the professors and students of almost every department of me- 
chanical science it possesses manifold attractions, while it is full of those 
objects of antiquity, and those triumphs of engineering skill, in whose con- 
templation purely scientific men find relief from earnest and laborious 
study. There is, first of all, the great highway of local commerce—the 
River Tyne, with its docks, and piers, and forests of masts, and its manu- 
factories of iron, and ships, and chemicals. Within half an hour’s ride are 
Wylam, the brithplace of Gzorcr SrerHENson, and the cradle of the loco- 
motive; Killingworth, where theiron-horse arrived at maturity, and the dark 
recesses of the mine first saw the light of a convenient and efficient safety- 
lamp; Willington, where SrePHENSON furnished a humble cottage for his 
bride, Fanny Henperson, and where his son Robert was born; Wallsend, 
famous in the history of Roman domination, and in the annals of the coal 
trade; Jarrow, whence in the eighth century issued nearly all the light 
and learning of the age, and whence, in our own day, go those famous ocean 
steamers which bear the nameof Palmer. And far and near stretches the 
great northern coal field, from whose prolific mines come nearly a fourth 
of the entire coal production of the kingdom, a field in which the stranger 
may study the several methods of working—stall and pillar, long wall, 
and their various modifications; and see the three principal systems of ven- 
tilation—namely, by the furnace, by the revolving fan, and, unless it has 
been recently removed, by the steam-jet. Not far away are the rich lead mines 
of Allendaleand Weardale, with their caverns and grottos of glittering spar, 
the fruitful iron hills of Cleveland, and the blazing furnaces of the Tees; 
and all around are ruined abbeys and priories, and castles and encamp- 
ments, evidences of British skill and Roman supremacy, a rare com- 
mingling of the past and present—mute, but eloquent, testimony to the 
wonders of science and the triumps of civilisation. 

In such a locality the temptation to wander will, of course, be powerful. 
In cities like Cambridge and Oxford, where there is little outside the 
boundaries to attract men gathered together for scientific conference, the 
greater portion of the time was necessarily consumed in reading and dis- 
cussing papers; but on this occasion there will be work to do outside of 
the sectional meeting places, and members will want to be informed 
through the eye as well as the ear, to witness results, as well as to discuss 
principles. The local committee have done wisely, therefore, in devoting 
a considerable portion of the time to excusions and visits to collieries, 
manufactories, docks, public works, &c. As at present arranged, besides 


the usual visits to manufacturing and other establishments round about 
Newcastle, there will be excusions to the lead mines at Alston and Allen- 
heads, with our friend Mr. Tuomas Sorwirn as cicerone; to the Cleve- 
land district for an inspection of the iron mine; to South Shields, in order 
that the pier works and the magnificent cliffs of magnesian limestone may 
be seen; to Sunderland, for a view of the splendid ocean docks, water- 
works, and shipbuilding yards; and, under the guidance of the Tyneside 
Naturalists’ Field Club, to the Northumberland Lakes and Roman wall. 

The many attractions which have been briefly indicated in the foregoing 
paragraphs, added to a general knowledge of the warm-hearted hospitality 
which characterises the men of the Tyne and Wear, cannot fail to attract 
a large number of savans to Newcastle; and we have every confidence that 
the meeting of 1863 will prove to be what the local authorities seem de- 
termined to make it—the most successful and the most satisfactory which 
the British Association has held during the 32 years of its existence. 








FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


A calculation has appeared for the purpose of illustrating the production 
of rails in Belgium. It should be observed, however, that it is difficult to 
give an absolute and defined limit to this production, as the fabrication 
might be easily rapidly developed if prices became sufficiently remunerative 
to tempt certain industrials, who now stand comparatively aloof, to enter 
into the business, With this reservation, the annual production of the 
various works which are now delivering rails is estimated as follows:—The Sclessin 
Company, 15,000 tons; the Seraing Company, 15,000 tons; MM. de Dorlodot Freres, 
25,000 tons: the ChAtelineau Company, 15,000 tons ; the Couillet Company, 15,000 tons ; 
the Thy-le-Chateau Company, 15,000 tons; the Montigny Company, 12,000 tons; the 
Monceau Company, 12,000 tons; in afl 124,000 tons, This production might easily be 
augmented to the extent of one-fourth, and the total would then be increased to 155,000 
tons. If,as before observed, prices rose slightly, several siderurgical establishments 
which have fabricated rails in previous years—the Providence, Ougrée, and Heure Com- 
panies; MM. Boucquéau, Dupont, Van Severen, &c.—could resume the task of production, 
and furnish about 70,000 tons per annum. In round numbers, then, the existing rolling- 
works of Belgium could undertake to deliver to railway companies 225,000 tons annually. 
This is, of course, only an approximate estimate, but it is sufficiently exact to enable the 
reader to appreciate the extent of one of the most important specialities of Belgian me- 
tallurgy. From Charleroi it is stated that several works have been obliged to refuse 
some small contracts for rails of from 1000 to 1200 tons each, in consequence of its being 
necessary to make the deliveries all at once. Business has been generally quiet in this 
market, and there is no change to notice in prices. As regards the coal trade in the 
Charleroi district, some transactions of a certain importance have been concluded for 
sugar-works; business g lly“has d, however, in a very quiet state. St. 
Dizier advices state that littie business has been done, and quotations were almost no- 
minal. Pig for refining, produced with pure charcoal, has been quoted 5/. 2s. to 5/. 4s. 
per ton by sellers, but buyers have refused to give more than 5/. perton. The mean 
price for the month of April was 5/7. 2s. per ton. Rolled irons of the first-class have 
been quoted 92. 4s. per ton, with a margin of 4s. to $s. per ton per class; sheets of the 
first class, 92. 12s, to 91. 16s, per ton; beaten irons, 10/, 8s. to 102. 12s, per ton; ordi- 
nary axles, 117, 4s. to 11/. 8s. perton,&. = — , 

There is no serious revival of activity in copper on the foreign metal 
markets; nevertheless, prices have been pretty well sustained. English has 
been quoted at Paris 90.; Lake Superior, 102/.; Chilian, 85/.; rolled red, 
1002.; rolled yellow, 90/. per ton. ‘Transactions have been limited during 
the last few days at Havre ; the sale of a small lot of Lake Superior, Minesota mark, is 
noted at 1017. Marseilles has remained without material variation, Toka being quoted 
921.; Spanish, 88/.; and English, 907. per ton. On the markets of Berlin, Cologne, 
Hamburg, and Stettin, the position of the article has undergone no important change ; 
prices have been firm, with a limited busi AtA and Rotterdam Banca 
tin has not enjoyed any very active demand ; nevertheless, holders have offered nothing 
for sale below 7644 fil. On the Paris market thearticle has been tolerably well sustained. 
Banca has been quoted 135/., Detroit 131/.,and English 1212, per ton; these prices show 
a slight advance upon previous quotations. At Marseilles Banca has made 130/. At 
Cologne, Hamburg, and Berlin some small lots have been taken off at former rates, to 
meet the requi ts of ption. Lead has been firm, and without variation at 
Paris, making 22/. to 22/. 8s. per ton, according toqualities. Stolberg has been sustained 
at 12f1. at Rotterdam. At Cologne the article has been more sought after; and at 
Berlin, notwithstanding some ore in the demand, prices have remained firm. At 
Hamburg it is principally the want of stock, noticed for some weeks past, which con- 
tributes to the strength with which the article is held, As regards zinc, rough Silesian 
has preserved the quotation of 197. 4s. per ton at Paris,and rolled zinc has brought 22/. to 
227. 16s. per ton. The demand has again fallen off at Hamburg, but some small lots 
have changed hands at previous rates. ~~ ue 

We have already examined at some length the position of mining and 
metallurgy in Prussia in 1861; we may add that in that year the pro- 
duction of silver in the Prussian dominions reached a total of 38,317 Ibs., 
of the value of 171,1082. Thirteen works, employing 605 persons, parti- 
cipated in the production. In the province of Saxony silver is contained in copper mi- 
nerals ; in the provinces of Westphalia and the Rhine the metal is extracted from argen- 
tiferous lead minerals. The production of gold fell off in 1861, as compared with 1860. 
From 17 lbs. and a fraction, of the value of 1133/., in 1860, it declined to about 9 Ibs., of 
the value of 484/.,in 1861. The town of Berlin and the regency of Arnsburg alone pro- 
duced metallic nicke! in 1861, and then in small quantities, 23744 tons, of the value of 
53,4001. Prussia possessed in 1861 only one establishment which produced antimony, 
the Altend Works having delivered 10 tons, of the value of 6007, The extraction of an- 
timony minerals from two mines worked amounted to 2244 tons, of the estimated value 
of 3362, In an early impression we hope to enter in some detail upon the production 
of coal in Prussia, which of late years has acquired a great extension, in consequence of 
the low prices at which Prussian combustible is made available for consumption. 

Continuing our notices of the mineral wealth of France, we may pass on 
to the department of the Hautes-Alpes. As regards copper, the Mine 
des Acles, discovered at a remote period, was worked from 1745 to 1750. 
The works were resumed about the year 1800, but were abandoned soon 
afterwards. The Chardonnet bearing, composed of pyritous copper, was discovered about 
1834 by a y, which dat the same time the working of the Chalanches 
Rilver Mine, Explorations carried on in the Lautaret concession from 1835 to 1837 in- 
dicated that the principal vein offers little regularity. The mineral was composed of 
streaked copper, and the Lauzet Foundry, established at a little distance,and which was 
in operation from 1835 to 1857, cast about 25 tons of it. Indications of native bismuth 
and arseniated cobalt were found in the vein. With respect to lead, the galena mine of 
La Grave has been known from time immemorial by the inhabitants of the district; it 
did not begin to be worked, however, in a sustained manner until 1768, after the disco- 
very of the Chalanches Silver Mine. The products transported to the Allemont Works 
assisted in the treatment of silver minerals. The working, which was almost completely 
suspended from 1792 to 1810, was resumed in the latter year, and was carried on with 
some little activity until 1829. Since 1834 the works d by the Chalanches Min- 
ing Company have experienced the same vicissitudes as the other properties of that under- 
taking. The Breziers Mines, situated near the boundaries of the department of the 
Basses-Alpes, were conceded in 1785 to the Carban and Piégu Mining Company. The 
veins of the Argentitre Mine present argentiferous galena, associated with gangues of 
quartz and salphated barytes, and encased in a quartzite rock in the neighbourhood of a 
calcareous formation, Two or three veins are known, the principal presenting a thick- 
ness of nearly 17 ft. In an experiment made on 16 cubic metres of the rock in which 
the veins are found, each cubic metre returned 382 kilogrammes (50 kilogrammes go to 
an English handredweight) of minerals suitable for fusion, which yielded 0°40 per cent. 
of lead and 0°00065 per cent. of silver. The expenses amounted to 3/. 12s, 3d. per cubic 
metre of rock extracted, and the receipts derived from the silver and lead obtuined 
amounted to 51. 4s. 9d. per cubic metre. Tradition carries the working of this mine to 
the remote period when the Romans were the masters of Gaul, or France, and it was 
still in activity in the twelfth century. Thus in 1129 William V., Count of Forcal- 
quier and Embrunois, granted to the church of Embrun a third of the product of the 
mine; and this gift was the cause of a litigation which prevailed fora long time between 
the chapter of the church and the occupant of the archbishopric in which it is situated. 
The documents which have preserved the recollection of this contest show also that dur- 
ing this period the working of the Argentitre Mine was carried on prosperously. Other 
documents show that the Dauphins levied a rent on the silver drawn from it. The 
traces of the old workings are still preserved in the workings themselves, where old ex- 
cavations were evidently effected with the aid of fire, The recollection of these mines 
was almost extinguished, when in 1785 they were re-discovered in the course of re- 
searches which were being made for matters suited for supplying glassworks. The 
works were promptly resumed, and a foundry was constracted, which was soon in ac- 
tivity, and minerals treated in 1791 yielded 0°50 per cent. of lead and 0°0024 per cent. of 
silver. The great political revolution of the following year again destroyed the pros- 
perity of the working, and since its resumption in 1835, by the company working the 
silver mine of Chalanches, it has experienced various vicissitudes. The concession ofthe 
Grand-Clot Lead Mine extends over the two departments of the Hautes-Alpes and the 
Isére. With respect to copper and silver, the minerals of the Alp Mine, composed of 
grey copper, streaked copper, and argentiferous pyritous copper, form a great quantity 
of small veins, from 0°80 in. to 26°80 in, in thickness, and they are disseminated in an 
eurite, encased itself under the form of dykes in gneiss. The copper contains from 
0°0082 to 0°0037 per cent. of silver. In an experiment made on 33% tons of minerais, 
their mean strength in silver amounted to 0°0013, and the results obtained by metallur- 
gical treatment were 0°0012 per cent. of silver and 0°049 per cent. of copper. The ex- 
penses of every kind amounted to 16s. 5d. per quinta! (a quintal is 2 cewts. English), and 
the receipts arising from the copper and silver obtained were 1/. 10s. 10d. per quintal. 
This mine was worked temporari!y with success by the company which, from 1838 to 
1841, carried on the silver mines of Chalanches in the Istre; it is considered now to pre- 
sent favourable chances. The principal vein of the bearing of the Montagne de l'Homme 
has a thickness ranging from 1 to 2 ft., and it is found in contact with gneiss and cal- 
caire, with belemnites. [t contains pyritous copper, grey copper, and galena, possessing 
silver. The bearing, which was worked from 1838 to 1841, is also thought to indicate 
still some chances of success. The Chardonnet concession has a very fine vein, offer- 
ing for a distance of 24 miles an average thickness of 6 feet 8 inches. It comprises 
pyritous copper, galena, and grey argentiferous copper, disseminated in a gangue 
of quartz and magnesian calcaire. It has been worked at three different points from 
1855 to 1840, and has presented everywhere a very regular appearance, Very fine pyrit- 
ous copper minerals have been extracted, which have yielded 0°28 per cent. of metallic 
copper; the copper has also returned 0°0012 per cent. of silver. The minerals were dealt 
with on the spot from 1835 to 1837, ina foundry established in the village of Lauzet ; 
more recently they have been carried to the Allemont foundry,in the Istre. This mine 
presents some speculative attractions. The minerals might be enriched by mechanical 
preparations in workshops, which might be constructed in the valley in the neighbour- 
hood of Lauzet. Indications of arseniated cobalt and native bismuth were found in the 
principal vein of the Lautaret during researches carried on from 1835 to 1837. The 
Grande Couche vein, in the concession of the Montagne de l’Homme, comprises in the 
neighbourhood of the vein of copper and argentiferous lead arsenical iron, which might 
be worked for arsenic. This arsenical mineral is often accompanied with pyritous cop- 
per and grey and very argentiferous copper. . ° P i .

The improvement of the Tyne has made most rapid 
progress lately, but it appears to be absurd to suppose that it can compete 
with Sunderland as a coal port, unless deep-water docks are made near 
the entrance of the river. The projected docks at Low Lights, so often 
agitated, still continues a bone of contention between the Shields and Tyne- 
month men and the Tyne Commissioners, the latter professing to be fa- 
vourable to the scheme, but plead inability to see where the finances are 
to come from. An absurd ramour has also got afloat to the effect that 
only thirty years’ coal remain in the great Northumberland Steam Coal 
Field. The fallacy of this will be apparent when the report of Messrs. 
Forster and Taylor is produced, as ordered by the Commissioners, and the 
necessity for providing docks for the oes of the coal clearly shown. 
Pad ne advantage, however, possessed by the Tyne ought not to be over- 
ed—that is, the apne safety of the entrance than any other large 
port on this part of the coast. ‘This, of course, is of the greatest import- 
ance in stormy weather. The formation of the extensive piers on both 
sides of the River are rapidly converting the harbour into one of refuge 
for the north-east coast; and when the projected improvements of the en- 
ineer, Mr. Ure, are carried out (including the Low Light Docks) the 

'yne must become a first-class port. 

The Chemical Trade of the Tyne is one of the most thriving carried on 
at present, and several large works are now in full progress. Among 
the largest are those of Messrs, Allhusen and Lee, both near Gateshead; 
but many works are carried on at various points on the Tyne, and their 
position for getting raw material, coal, &c., can scarcely be surpassed— 
coals, especially, are to be had on the Tyne for manufacturing purposes at 
a lower price than in any other coal district, The extension of the chemical 
trade need, therefore, excite no surprise, and lately a large tract of Jand, 
comprising 40 acres, has been purchased by a very large chemical manu- 
facturer of Glasgow, for the purpose of establishing works on a most ex- 
tensive scale. ‘This land is situated on the south side of the Tyne, near 
the iron furnaces of Messrs. Palmer, at Jarrow, so that these works, when 
completed, will accelerate the progress of Jarrow, which has during the 
last few years been very rapid. ° 

Several minor accidents have occurred lately in the collieries of Northam- 
berland and Durham, the particulars of which we give below. A most 
melancholy accident also occurred at Cleator Moor, near Whitehaven, on 
Sunday night last, to three men and a boy, all of the name of Weir, 
and of the respective ages of 35, 32, 30, and 10 years, all of Whitehaven, 
while at work in No. 2 pit, Cleator Moor, belonging to the Hematite Iron 
Company. It appears they had travelled into a part of the pit filled with 
foul air, as the steward, Thomas Taylor, found them all dead at half- 

six o’clock on Monday morning, in a drift in the mine. We have 
eard no particulars as to the occurrence, but these will, of course, be eli- 
cited at the inquest on the bodies. 

On Friday an inquest was held at the house of Mr. William Middleton, 
Great Usworth, betore Mr. J. M. Favell, coroner, on the body of John 
Gallaghin, aged 24, who died in consequence of injuries received about a 
month ago, while pursuing his avocations in Usworth Colliery. He had 
been at work down that pit, when a fall of stone took place, injuring him 
so seriously that he lingered on for the timo stated, and then died. Ver- 
dict, “ Accidental Death.”—Another accident occurred at North Seaton 
Colliery on Saturday last to a putter lad, named Bell. It 4 pes he was 
“ coming out-bye” with a full tub, when from some cause his head came 
between it and the roof, and got terribly crashed. Had it not been for the 
tractableness of his pony, which put back when the lad got fast, the con- 
sequences might have been much more serious. During the last few weeks 
several minor accidents have occurred at the above colliery.—On Frida 
week an accident occurred at the Fsamwell-gate Moor Colliery, by whic 
Samuel Halliday was seriously injured. In the place he was working a 
fall of stone took place, from which he received such injuries to the spine as 
to paralyse completely his lower extremities. He was removed to the Dur- 
ham County Hospital. He has a wife and three children depending upon 
him for support. 































































































REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


May 28, — The demand for sheets, hoops, and plates continues mode- 
rately brisk, although a good deal of iron is being sold below the official 
list of prices. More orders have been lately given out for the North 
American States, though the iron making for that market is very far below 
what it was formerly. The Puddlers’ Strike continues, and no signs as 
yet appear of the men yielding. It is said that a good many of those who 
originally struck have gone to other districts, especially to Durham. No 
further cases of violence are reported, and it is to be hoped that, whatever 
course the men may take, they will not violate the law. The Hard- 
ware Trades are quieter, in fact there has been a considerable falling off 
in the home orders during the last ten days, for which it is difficult to 
account. The advance of 3/. per ton in the price of tin, announced to-day, 
was not generally expected, especially in the face of a recent advance in 
the rate of discount. 

The principle of law and of common sense by which stealing coal, under | 
as well as above ground, by trespassing into the property of an adjoining 
owner, is regarded as a felony, is likely to receive a striking exemplifica- 
tion at Wednesbury, in an important case, in which George Oates, owner of a colliery at 
Darlaston Green, was apprehended, under a warrant, at the instance of the Rev. M. 
Hathaway, incumbent of St. George’s Church, Darlaston Green, charging him with 
having stolen 3000 tons of coal from beneath that church and the churchyard. The 
offence, should it be proved, is of a very serious character. It is to be gone into to- 
morrow. No doubt stealing coal in this way is far from rare, but this, if the represen- 
tations made should be borne out, is a case of an unusually aggravated character, since 
the safety of the building has been perilled by the felonious abstraction. : 

The Dudley and Midland Geological and Scientific Society held its first 
annive! in that town on Wednesday. At the annual meeting, in the 
morning, Mr. H. Beckett, Professor of Geology in the Midland Institute, 
Birmingham, presided, in the unavoidable absence of the President for the 
year, Mr. 8. H. Blackwell. Theattendance was and infl jal. In his open- 
ing remarks, Mr. Beckett alluded to the recent statement by Mr. Hunt, at Birmingham, 
as to the prospect of the speedy exhaustion of the coal mines of the South Staffordshire 
field, and expressed his opinion that a supply of that mineral was available in the dis- 
trict which would last for 500 years. The report stated that the society already num- 
bered 350 members, and described its operations during the year, especially its nume- 
rous field days, as having been most successful and interesting. During the holding of 
the morning meeting, Prof. Tennant, accompanied by a number of geologists from London, 
arrived, including Mr. Leslie, M.D.,of Dublin; Professor Hiddle, St. Andrew’s; Dr. 
Richardson, Mr. Butler, Dr. Milroy, Mr. Rofe, F.G.S., Mr. J. Camming, hon. secretary 
of the Geologists’ Association ; Mr. Watson, Mr. C. Smith, Mr. J. 8, Cousens, Mr. Mait- 
land, Mr, Cave,and Mr. Withoff, all of London; and a number of students from King’s 
College. After a luncheon, Mr. Biackwell, the able President, read a very admirable 
paper “On the Progress of Geology during the last Twenty Years ;” and besides an in- 
teresting visit to the celebrated Wren’s Nest Hill, one of the “ Silurian Islets ” described 
by Hugh Miller, the company visited another of these remarkable eminences, on which 
the remains of Dudley Castle stand, and which was on the day in question occupied by 
a great crowd of holiday makers attending the Whitsuntide fetes being held there. By 
the kindness of the agents of the Earl of Dudley, the vast caverns which have been ex- 
cavated in getting the limestone from beneath this hill were lighted up, and were visited 
by the members of the society, who were accompanied by a great crowd. Few such 
subterranean scenes exist as that which the society had an opportunity of inspecting. 

The report of the directors of the North Staffordshire Waterworks Company, presented 
to the annual meeting of shareholders, held at Hanley this morning, recommended a 
dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. on the original shares, in spite of the depression of 
trade in the district, leaving a balance of 4267, to be carried forward. 

















REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 

May 28.—For a long time after the commencement of the American 
war the “ next” great battle was expected to put an end to the struggle, 
and a return to our usual prosperity, more especially as regards the iron 
trade, was promised as the result. Many battles have since taken place, 
and it is the general opinion now that the war is as far from the end as was 
the case two years ago. The hopes of an early peace have, therefore, va- 
nished, and the ironmasters, like all other persons who carried on a large 
trade with America, have been seeking, and that successfully, markets clse- 
where. In proportion as the new markets are found, the interest in the 
American struggle, speaking commercially, to a great extent decreases, 
and by this time the loss of trade by the war is hardly thought of. The 
result of finding new markets for the produce of the ironworks has been 
that the trade is in nearly, if not quite, as active a state as it had been 
for a considerable time before the commencement of hostilities on the 
American continent. There is every prospect, too, that if matters go on 
fer sanye J on the Continent, a still further me ngptomenes will take place 

fore many months are over. Then it may be naturally inferred, that 
should the American war be ht to a sudden termination, an extra- 
ordi impetus will be given to the trade, and there is no doubt but that 
cath pile will be then realised as will make up in some degree for the 
small profits which are now obtained. The position of the trade is, there- 
fore, promising; for while there is moderate activity at present to be wit- 
nessed at the different works, the future indications give good hopes that 
whatever takes place, there is every likelihood that it will be on 
the side of improvement in demand and quotations.

REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


May 28.—The present position and future wo of the Iron Trade 
are exceedingly gloomy, and there is very little prospect of an early im- 
provement. Although the trade in some branches is active, there is great 
dulness prevailing in the principal branches of the iron trade. So far as 
the American demand is concerned, there is an —. asics 
in the principal parts of the iron manufacture, particularly as is the 
demand for rails and for railway ironwork generally. The Midland Com- 
pany have just given out a large order for railway springs and railway 
ironwork generally, more especially in connection with the demand for 
railway iron for our home trade. A Leicestershire firm has accepted a 
contract for rails, which will afford a great amount of employment for many 
of the artizans engaged in the iron trade, The demand for pig-iron is 
very limited, and there is little probability of its being improved; indeed, 
the railway iron trade has of late been so mixed up with our general affairs that it is 
not a matter of surprise it should engross public attention. 

The Coal Trade is very dull, and the demand which is being made for the Confederate 
States of America is traly surprising, not only on account of the enquiry made for the 
Federals themselves, but also on account of the consumption which is now going on to 
feed the war steamers. There has been during the last week an unusual demand for all 
kinds of ironwork, but the great bulk has been for the Federal States of America, which 
has consisted mostly of the iron material for the purpose of carrying on the war. 

The lead mining interest is improving, and there are a number of gentlemen who have 
just undertaken to carry out, on an extensive scale, the development of our Derbyshire 
lead mines, now that the new railway is likely to open out a new means of transit for 
our minerals. The Mill Dam Company are putting down a large engine for the sole 
purpose of clearing the mine of water, and there is every prospects that it will be suc- 
cessful. The development of the Mill Town Mine, at Ashover, is going on very satis- 
factorily, so far as efforts are concerned, but there is still some doubt about the full 
realisation of their wishes.

Tue ASSOCIATION FOR THE PReveNTION oF STEAM-BOILER Exr1o- 
stons.—The ordinary monthly meeting of the executive committee was 
held on Tuesday, at the offices, Corporation-street, Manchester. Mr. L. 
E. Fletcher, the chief engineer, presented his report. Serious cases of 
corrosion were where boilers were set upon brick mid-feathers. The report 
suggested that wherever it is practicable mid-feathers should be dispensed with alto- 
gether, and two side walls substituted forthem. In those cases where the small size of 
the boiler forbids this, the bearing surface of the mid-feather wall should be made as 
narrow as possible. Any that must be retained in use, should in preparation for an- 
nual thorough examination be removed, at least where in contact with the transverse 
seams of rivets, in order to admit of complete examination. Further cases of corrosion

THE DUCHY OF CORNWALL MANAGEMENT ACT. 


The management of the Duchy of Cornwall being a subject in which a 
number of our readers are interested, we subjoin an abstract of the 

Bill brought in by the Duke of Newcastix, and which has now passed 
the House of Lords, for improving and defining the mode of managing the 
Duchy property. ‘The bill is to the following effect: — 
Whereas, by the original constitution of the Duchy of Cornwall, the pos- 
sessions thereof were so settled and limited that they should at no time 
be in anywise separated or alienated therefrom; the Act 5 Vic., c. 2, au- 
thorised the leasing and granting of Duchy possessions; the Act 7 and 8 
Vic., ¢. 65, further gave certain powers of selling and exchanging lands 
and enfranchising copyholds, parcel of the possessions of the Duchy; and 
it is now expedient that the possessor for the time being of the Duchy should—sabject 
to certain restrictions—have power to make sale, dispose of, and enfranchise Duchy pos- 
sessions, and to grant lease thereof, and that certain regulations should be established 
by law in the manner hereafter appearing. It is, therefore, enacted that :— 
1.—The Act 5 Vic., c. 2, and 11 and 12 Vic., c. 83, sec. 4, be repealed. 
2.—There shall be “ the seal of the Duchy of Cornwall,” to be held by the personage 
entitled for the time being to the Duchy possessions, or by a lawfully appointed “Keeper.” 
3.—The Duke of ConNWALL may sell and dispose of, either absolately or for a limited 
period, or by way of enfranchisement of any copyhold or customary tenements, to any 
person any part of the Duchy possessions, either for a gross sum or an annaal sum,or partly 
& gross sum and partly an annual sum ; and in determining the amount of consideration, 
the circumstances attending any disputed right or claim, and the outlay previously made 
for improvements, may be taken into account, and such allowance made as the Dake of 
CoRNWALL may think fair and reasonable. 
4.—Where the consideration is wholly or in part a gross sum, the amount is to be paid 
to the cashiers of the Bank of England, who, upon the production of any note signed by 
the Duchy Receiver-General, or Keeper of the Records, will give a receipt, and carry the 
amount to the Duchy account, which is to beopened. Where the consideration is wholly 
or in part an annual sum, it is to be treated as part of the Duchy revenue; such annual 
sum may be made subject to re-purchase or redemption, upon terms to be fixed by the 
Duke; and, in the event of redemption, the redemption-money is to be paid into the 
Bank of England, as above. 
5.—The transfer is to be by deed under theseal of the Duchy; and, when a gross sum, 
the consideration is to be endorsed on the deed, and signed by the Receiver-General and 
enrolled, as below, when it is valid and effectual against the Duke, and sufficient to vest 
in the grantee, according to the terms of the deed. 
6.— Where the consideration is an annual sum, powers are given to the Duke to recover 
the amount, in case of default, and to give a lease in the event of redemption. 
7.—The Duke may purchase property, and upon the completion of the purchase such 
property will become part and parcel of the Duchy possessions. 
8.—Incapacitated persons are empowered to convey property which the Duke may 
desire to acquire under the Act. 
9.—When a purchase is made from the corporation or incapacitated person, the pur- 
chase money is to be paid with all convenient speed into the Bank of England, with the 
privity of the Accountant-General in Chancery, to be placed to the account of the said 
Accountant-General, and disposed of under the direction of the Court, 
10.—Where any question arises touching the title of any person to any money to be 
paid into the Accountant-General’s account, the persons who have been in possession are 
to be considered entitled until the contrary is proved. 
11.—All gross sums received for Duchy possessions are to be applied to the payment 
of expenses of sale, and in payment of the purchase-money for property acquired by the 
Duke. Money may also be advanced from the capital fund for improvements, but such 
amounts are to be repaid from the Duchy revenue. 
12.—Moneys may be drawn from the Duchy account at the Bank of England by draft, 
under the hands of three members of the Duchy Council, and in no other way; they may 
be drawn to order or bearer. 
13.—Money arising from sales, not immediately wanted, may be invested in the Three 
per Cent. Consols, on behalf of the Duke. 
14.—The dividends are to be considered as revenue. 
15.—Stocks purchased as above may be sold when funds are required, 
16.—Sales of stocks may be effected by power of attorney, under the hands of three 
of the persons authorised to sign drafts. 

17.—Moneys and stock standing in the name of the Duke of Connwatt, at the Bank 
of England, is to be treated as arising under this Act. 
18,—The Duke may grant annuities in lieu of estates surrendered, and the annuitants 
are to have the same remedies by distress and entry as if it had been a rent-service re- 
served upon a common demise, but no action is to lie against the Duke. 
19.—The Duke may sanction arrangements for the settlement of boundary questions, 
water rights, way rights, or other rights by deed under the seal of the Duchy, such deed 
to be binding and conclusive upon all parties interested. 
20.—No sales or purchases under the powers of this Act, where the consideration is 
more than 500/., and no capital is to be applied for improvement without the previous 
sanction and approval of the Lord High Treasurer, or the Commissioners of the Treasury, 
and such sanction may be given either generally for any particular class of cases, or for 


particular case. 
21.—In case of dispute between the Duke and any person whomsoever, as to the terms 
of settlement of any rights, such dispute may, with the sanction of the Treasury, be 
referred to arbitration. 
22,—Claimants under any deed or instrument made under this Act are not to be bound 
to see that the provisions of the Act have been complied with. 
23.—Nor to see to the application, or be answerable for the misapplication, or non- 
application, of the purchase-money paid. 
24.—The Duke may, by deed under the seal of the Duchy, demise or grant Duchy 
property (including mines and quarries, whether opened or not, with full powers to work, 
carry away, and sell the minerals) for not more than 31 years in possession, but not in 
reversion, 80 that upon every such demise of property other than mines or minerals there 
shall be reserved the full and fair annual rent of the property, without taking any fine, 
or consideration in the nature of a fine, for the granting thereof. Where the property is 
mines or minerals there is to be reserved a reasonable amount of rent, royalty, dues, toll, 
or dish, without taking any fine, or consideration in the nature of a fine, for the granting 


thereof. 

25.—The Duke may grant leases for 99 years for purposes of improvement without fine. 
26.—Making the consideration wholly or in part a gross sum is not to be considered 
receiving a fine. 
27.—Covenants in leases are to be as effectual as if the Duke had an absolute estate.

Suits are 
to be enforced against the Keeper of the Records, and not against the Duke personally.
